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NO FEAR OF YELLOW FEVER 


PROF. PROOITOR’S CASH ORE- 
ATES NO ALARM. 
THE PRECAUTIONS TAKEN BELIEVED TO 
HAVE BEEN AMPLE—AN EPIDEMIC 
‘SAID TO BE IMPOSSIBLE. 

No person need fear yellow fever, either 
as an epidemic or because of sporadio cases, in 
this city. Men may come and men may go, but 
unless they bring the germs of the terrible 
scourge of the South with.them, they will be 
Yellow-Jack proof here. The most eminent 
physicians, backed by the Board of Health, 
declare that the climate of New-York, under the 
present sanitary regulations, would not permit 
of contagion from any case of yellow fever, and 
that under the most favorable conditions the 
efteets of a single case need never go beyond 
the person afflicted. The loiterers at the seaside 
or in the mountains may, therefore, return to 
their homes without fear, and New-York may 
eontinue, as it has been, the entrance to the 
country without a dread to the passers-by that 
yellow fever will cling to their skirts, 

The notable case which ended in the death of 
Prof. Proctor was concluded, so far as the 
bealth authorities were concerned, yesterday. 
All that now remains is the final disposition of 
the body, and this will eccur when the widow 
and her children arrive here from Florida. 
When it was determined by the physicians of 
the Willard Parker Hospital that Prof. Proctor 
was dead Wednesday night the body was placed 
in a metallic coffin, the lid hermetically sealed, 
and through a tiny aperature the atmosphere 
surrounding the dead was reduced to about the 
quality ofthe fumes of a sulphur mateb, or 
technically 8.0.2. Then the little hole was 
sealed up also and the coffin laid beneath a 
metallic shed in the hospital grounds. All pos- 
sibility of danger from the body had been 
removed by. this proceeding, but as a means of 
insuring security yesterday morning the coffin 


was taken to North Brother Island, where the 
Contagious disease hospital is situated, and 
placed in the morgue there. This building, 
which was erected in view of a much more seri- 
ous neeessity, is a stone and. brick structure, 
the doors of which permit ne passage of air, ana 
80 the body will remain with no possible expos- 
ure to the exterior atmosphere until Mrs. Proec- 
tor claims her dead. In reply to the dispatch 
to her by the health autherities Wednesday 
night, Mrs. Proctor sent a telegram yesterday 
saying that she nad left her home in Florida 
early in the merning and would endeavor to be 
in this city to-morrow, provided quarantine reg- 
ulations did not prevent her. The widow’s 
haste may be somewhat modersted, however, 
by the fact that she is far from well, having suf- 
fered for some time from the intermittent form 
of malaria. 

The officers of the Boar of Health were thor- 
oughly masters of their forces yesterday. The 
death of Prof. Proctor had been no surprise, and 
when it came it simply confirmed thei in their 
line of action. Some-time ago the force of in- 
spectors of the Bureau of Contagious Diseases 
had been tnadequate to the work required of it 
but President Bayles augmented the original 
force of seven physicians by several others who 
were attached to the Sanitary Bureau, and with 
this cerps of 25 physicians was prepared to 
cope with any emergenoy. The careful inspec- 
tion which had been in progress during the ex- 
tremely hot weather was made more thorough, 
and the result was that Mr. Bayles was able to 
announce yesterday: 

“There are no cases of yellow fever in this city 
to-day, nor is there any fear of any.” 

Of course, the President explained, this state- 
mont could not apply so as to cover concealed 
cases, but should there be such the physicians 
attending them know the penalty of the viola- 
tion of such an important section of the san- 
itary laws too well to risk any spread of the

“Tt is only because of the great reputation of 
the vietim,” Mr. Bayles said, ‘‘ that this ease of 
yellow fever has been given such notoriety. If 
he had been a steker on one of the Southern 
steamships the case would not have aroused 
more than i, poneing interest it deserves,

Wweuld ineréase'the © bilities of an épidemic, 
but I do not think the health autherities can be 
accused of carelessness; we have done what is 
right in the past, and [ think that a fair assur- 
ance to the publie#hat we will do as well in the 
future. Personally I should have had no hesi- 
tancy in attending Prof. Proctor while he was 
ill and then geing about my ordinary affairs. I 
believe, and [ am assured that the belief is well 
founded, that there is no possibility of contagion 
from yellow fever in this city.” 

In the South itis an axiom of sad experience 
that Yellow Jack, once come, will last until the 
frost. When Mr. Bayles was spoken to about 
this he said that a frost in this city would give 
is a clean bill of health. “But,” he added, 
“that would not prevent the appearance of the 
fever should any case make its way into the 
city. Such a case would run its course until in- 
fluenced by a new frost or a corresponding fall 
in temperature.” Mr. Bayles said that it re- 
quires from 10 to 14 days for the incubation 
period to puss. Then, the disease acts differ- 
ently upon varieus individuals. Some may suc- 
cumb almost immediately, while others may go 
about their business, the disease attacking them 
finally anda felling them in their tracks, The 
decision by the physicians notto holdan races ae 
upon the body of Prof. Proctor was justified 
Mr. Bayles thought. There was no pessible 
doubt that the astronomer died from yellow 
fever and an autopsy would be, consequently, 
in every sense a mere formality. As to the dis- 
pesition of the bedy, Mr. Bayles said that would 
depend greatly upon the preferences ef Mrs. 
Proctor. There could be no possible objection 
to interring it anywhere during the cold weather 
or even now, nor need there be any fear in 
transporting it either to London, St. Joseph, 
Mo., or to Florida—should the companies care 
to take it. The body in its present inclosure 
was quite harmless, 

In order to convince the public of the need- 
lesemess of any fear because of the death of 
Prof. Procter, Presidert Bayles had the follow- 
ing interesting statement prepared by the stat- 
istician of the Board of Health. 

Memoranda Regarding Yellow Fever in New- 
York.—There has been no epidemic in New-York 
since 1822. In 1856, between April 10 and Oct. 4, 
79 infected vessels from infected ports arrived in 
the Bay of New-York and anchored for four miles 
above and below the Narrows, between Long Island 
and Staten Island, from Gravesend Bay to within a 
short distance of New-Brighton. The fever extend- 
ed to the land along the borders of each isiand oppo- 
site the line of infected vessels and no further, ex- 
cept one spot on the south side of Governor's [sland 
and about opposite on the Jersey shore. Thirteen 
deaths from the disease occurred in New-York, but 
the victims had all been infected outside of the city, 
and no case originated in either New-York or 
Brooklyn. During July, August, and September 
64 cases occurred on Governor’s Island and sey- 
eral hundred along the shores of Leng Island and 
Staten Isiana. 

In 1870 occurred the last appearance of the dis- 
ease in anepidemic form in this vicinity. 1t was 
practically confined to Governor’s Island, where 
out of a population of 774, there were 159 cases and 
52 deaths, The tirst case was reported Aug. 13, and 
the last Oct. 26, the last aeath being on Oct. 29. On 
Oct. 1 the sick were removed from Governor's 
Isiand to Quarantine. It is to be noticed in con- 
nectien with the question of contagion that 29 cases 
occurred among those left behind in the infected 
district, while the sick taken to Quarantine station, 
8% in number, did not communicate the disease to a 
single individual. Kleven patients who contracted 
yellow fever on the island and sickened in the city 
of New-York (of whom nine died) did not in any 
instance communicate the disease, though quar- 
tered in crowded, filthy  ovead of the city.4Only three 
deaths from cases of yellow fever were reported in 
the annual report of the Board of Health for 1870, 
because the earlier cases and some of the later 
ones were not properly diagnosed. No deaths trom 
this cause were reported on doctors’ certificates 
until Oct. 2, when, asa fact, there had been six pre- 
vious cases reported as typhus fever, remittent 
fever, pernicious fever, hepatitis, coma, and paraly-

Thevdisease had been aeerening on Governor’s 
Island since Aug. 13, but the first death occurred iu 
this city on Sept. 9. No suspicion was aroused even 
in the city until Sept. 13, and the diagnosis of the 
epidemic was not made sure even on Governor's 
Island until Sept. 27. 

At the Westminster Hotel, where Prof. Proc- 
tor gave evidence of his fatal illness, there was 
no feeling of anxiety. The assurance of the 
health ofticers that there was no danger restored 
the management and the guests to perfect eon- 
tidence. The ehort corridor in which the room 
occupied by Prof. Proctor is situated was closed 
and will remain so for perkaps a week, though 
48 hours are more than sufficient, and then the 
two rooms opening on the little hallway will be 
used as heretofore, Aecording to Mr. Schenck, 
the proprietor, the guests of the hotel knew 
nothing abeut the case of Yellow Jack until this 
morning, when they signified their satisfaction 
at the precautions which had been taken to pre- 
serve thew from danger. 

There is manifested on the part of persons 
who bave had much experience with cases of 
yellow fever a disposition to criticise the action 
of the health oftheers in removing Prof. Pr 
tor from the Westininster Hotel to the Willar 
Parker Hospital. They do not hesitate to say 
that the change in the temperature aceompany- 
ing the removal not only hastened the death of 
the patient, but actually caused it. 
man who, dpring the great epidemic of 1878 in 
New-Orleans. Visited the hospitals and attended 
the sick in @ professional capacity said just 
night that during the condition of collapse 
similar to that in which Prof, Proctor is de- 
scribed to have been no patient should be sub- 
jected toany chamgze of atmospheric tempera- 
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ture. Such a change, he said, meant sure 
death. Judging by the description of the de- 
velopment of the case as given by the newspa- 
pers the speaker was-inclined to believe that it 
Was not a.case of yellow fever at all. 

“The experts in New-Orleans,” he added, 
é**are very slow te declare that a single case is 
‘of yellow fever. There are the intermittent ma- 

larial fever and the pernicious fever, which are 


yellow fever, even to the black vomit. They are 
not so fatal nor is the danger of infection .so 
great, thatisall, Itis only after autopsies on 
several similar cases and the number of sick 
increases that the experts pronounce the fever 
to be Yellow Jack. Prof. Proctor, in my opinion, 
‘had intermittent malarial fever, such as he said 
he had, and after having had his illness aggravat- 
ed by Bright’s disease, he was knocked on 
the head and. hustled into a_ cold 
rain to be driven in a swinging ambulance 
for a couple of miles. He was killed by that 
_drive and not by the Yellow Jack—depend upon 
it. Of course the healtn officers have this to 
say in their defense—that they are obliged to 
protect the welfare of the majority at the ex- 
pour of the individual, but they had no need to 

ill aman simply beeause he happened to get 
sick ina hotel, as they did in this case. Mr. 
Proctor did not.come from an infected district, 
and there is quite as much reason in saying that 
he had the yellow fever as thata man has got 
the cholera morbus because he happens to own 
an apple tree.” 

Dr. George'S. Conant, whe was called to at- 
tend Prof. Proctor by the proprietor of the 
Westminster Hotel and who continued his ser- 
vices until the removal of the patient to the 
hospital, said last night concerning the sugges- 
tions of carelessness in treatment: “1 adminis- 
tered stimulants to Prof. Proctor because I be- 
lieve that in certain stages of any kind of fever 
the use of stimulants is absolutely essential. 
When the temperature of the patient Roe be- 
yond a certain degree, it must be diminished; 
when the heart’s action weakens it must be 
accelerated. This should be done, I believe, in 
yellow fever as in all others, and I followed out 
my belief. Atany rateI gave him very little 
brandy. The first was taken in the form of a 
weak milk punch, the brandy being used more 
for the purpose of aiding the digestion ef the 
milk than for any other purpose; the second dose 
of stinfulant was given previous to the transfer 
to the hospital. 1 think this transfer was ad- 
visable for many reasons. The patient could 
be much more comfortable in the hospital and 
the attendance could be constant and unvary- 
ing. The hotel is nota good plaee to be sick in 
even when the illness is of a comparatively mila 
character. Besides this, Prof. Proctor seemed 
continually annoyed that he should cause any 
loss or annoyanee to his triend, Mr. Schenck, 
the proprietor. Asarule I do not advise the 
removal of fever patients from ove apartment 
to another, subjecting them to changes of at- 
mospheric temperature, but in this case I think 
the Health Department, by whose orders the 
patient was removed, acted under due advise- 
ment and for the benefit of all persons con- 
cerned. Had I belivved that Prof. Proctor’s 
chances of recovery were being jeopardized b 
the removal I certainly should haye | oA ree ; 
though such agtion on my part would have been 
ineffectual.” 


PROF. BARNARD’S OOMET. 


WHAT PROF. BOSS HAS LEARNED OF 
THE HEAVENLY STRANGER. 

ALBANY, Sept. 13.—Prof. Lewis Boss of 
the Dudley Observatory has completed caleula- 
tions of the orbit of the new comet discovered 
by Prof. Barnard at the Lick Observatery, Sept. 
2. Having remained nearly stationary, the deter- 
mination of its path has been a work of great 
difficulty, and results attained can be ragarded 
as merely approximate. According to these the 
comet is twice as far away from the earth as the 
sun is, or about 190,000,000 miles, and is about 
170,000,000 miles from the sun. It is mov- 
ing toward its perihelion, and indications 
are that this will be reached Dec. 10. 
As the earth and comet are moving 
toward cach other from opposite directions, 
the velocity of approach toward us jis 
something unusual, about 3,000,000 miles a day. 
The comet will eonsequently increase in bright- 
ness, and by the middle of November wiil be 
60 times as bright as at its discovery. Subse- 
guent calculations will. determine whether it 
will become visible to the unassisted eye. It 
cameinto our solar system with the small in- 
clination of 15 degrees to the plane in which the 
»planetary orbits lie, and in such a way as to 
‘moyeinia direction contrary to that of the 
planets. The comet cannot readily beseen much 
eariier than 1 o'clock in the morning, but within 
a@ menth it will be visible in the early evening 
' hours, and in November will rise before su tt. 
The physical appearance indicates that it i8 in- 
trinsically bright and that it will develop a large 
tail. Calculations indicate its nearest distance 
to the sun at 125,000,000 miles. Should it fall 
below this the comet will be a brilliant objeet in 
November. 








ADOPTING GRADES OF WHEAT. 

St, PAUL, Minn., Sept. 13.—The Railroad 
Comuissionera have adopted the same grades 
of wheat that obtained last year, and a few 
easily frightened operators are breathing more 
easily. The commission says that no change 
was ever in contemplation. The opinion of R. 
©. Burdick, ex-Cnief Grain Inspector, was 
asked. He said in substance that “ grade’ rep- 
resented quality and not value. The price was 
fixed after the mercantile value had been estab- 
lished, and that the value might be firmly estab- 
lished the grade should be made as- constant 
and unehangeable as possible, so that the 
buyer and seller might operate intelligently 
and misunderstanding and disaster averted. 
Changing the standard by aitering the grades 
did not make the farmer richer by a dollar, as 
his wheat sold for what it was worth fer con- 
sumption. The mercantile value of the different 
grades should not be changed. 

“The lower grades as they now stand,” he 
said, ** will take care of the froated wheat. Our 
State grades are known in allthe great wheat 
markets of the world, and millions of bushels of 
wheat are bought and sold upon those grades 
with entire satisfaction to operators. Should these 
grades be now changed, great harm would result. 
By lowering the grades of No. 1 hard one class 
of people will be benefitea—the middlemen; 
for wherever any atrictiy No. 1 hard shows it- 
self it will be stored 1m a special bin and sold 
by sample for a higher price than your No. 1 
hard, and this special ‘binning’ of wheat of 
any one grade has a tendency to depreciate the 
grade which is left in store, and this is the bane 
of the inspector and elevator man. The farmers 
then will get only the grade price for Red No. 1 
hard, and will gain nothing, while the middle- 
man will get what he can from the superior 
quality.” 





MR. 1VES’S OONTEST. 

CINCINNATI, Sept. 18.—Henry 8S. Ives re- 
mains here in waiting for his trial, which is 
now set fornext Monday. Mr. Stayner is spend- 
ing the intervening week in the East. The facts 
that Mr. Ives had reasons for staying here, and 
that anumber of gentlemen of prominence in rail- 
road affairs have frequently ealled at his hotel, 
have given rise to the rumor that he has some 
retaliatory measures enhand.

HOW HILL WAS NOMINATED 


THE LITTLE MEN OF THE 


PARTY IN OONTROL.* 

*BMALL POLITICIANS. .,AND CORRUPTION- 
ISTS FORCE, HILL’s SELECTION—THE 
RUM SELLERS EXPECTED TO PAY UP. 

BUFFALO, Sept. 13.—The convention has 
come and gone and the city begins to present a 
natural appearanee once more. The County 
Democrats were marshaled by Col. Michael 0, 
Murphy early this morning, and at 9 o’clock 
they boarded their train for New-York. The El- 
mirans, having tarried late over their tankards 
last night, did not prepare to leave till about 
noon. Atsundown not one of the out-of-town 
delegates was left. 

The convention was, by ne means a body of 
representative Democrats. This fact was noted 
by everybody. It was composed of a great 
many automatons who merely registered the 
decrees of local leaders either openly in sympa- 
thy with the Governor or not caring to oppose 
him. There was no Daniel Manning in the back- 
ground with an eye to the general welfare of 
the party. Hugh McLaughlin of Brooklyn was 
perhaps one of the most prominent of the old- 
time counselors, but he studiously refrained 
from presenting himself te the public. The 
party appears to have fallen into the hands 
of littl men, who are more concerned 
about the methods best calculated to 
evade laws and not actually outraging 


public sentiment than they are about enforeing 
them. It was a Hill convention, and naturally 
Was composed of inferior delegates. It was a 
hybrid collection. Of such was the train that 
followed at the heels of the late Mr. Tweed com- 
——_ It is doubtful if any gathering of State 
emocrats of late years has been anything like 
it. Men who are spoken of as being “ off 
eolor’ had everything to do with the manage- 
ment of details and the execution of the Geyr- 
ernor’s vrogramme. But there were Demo- 
crats in the throng who had many mis- 
gzivings about the renomination ef the Governor. 
They. realized how powerless they were, and 
they held their tongues. They knew something 
about the strength of the force that would be 
arrayed against him in the campaign. Of the 
70,000 who voted for Henry George last Fall 
it is fair to estimate that at least from 10 to 15 
per cent. will vote against Hill on account of 
his veto of the Saxton bill for the purification 
of the ballot and the placing of legislative 
nominations within the reach of workingmen. 

A large body of Democrats are opposed to the 
domination of the party by the saioen element, 
and that means a ioss of votes for a cendidate 
who openly allies himself with the liquor 
dealers as the Governor hasdone, The Produce 
Exchanges of New-York and Buffalo are prac- 
tically solid against another term for the Gov- 
ernor. The independent yote, whose strength 
was even taken into consideration by the late 
Samuel J. Tilden, and whose support he always 
sought, is opposed to the Governor. Citizens of 
Brooklyn and New-York who feel eutraged. the 
latter by the Governor’s course in the aqueduct 
matter, and the former by his vetoes of bills de- 
manded by the best public sentiment and in- 
variably opposed by the rabble, are hestile to 
hin, and yet in the face of these facts his re- 
nomination has been forced, and all the in- 
fluences which a Tilden and a Manning labored 
to control have been enlisted and made to play a 
prominent part in the Governor’s politics. 

Chief of those who openly advocated the Gov- 
ernor’s renomination, and whose advice was 
followed, was William L. Muller ef the Court of 
Claims. Muller ean be self-saorificing when it 
is for his personal interests to be, and as he 
knew that is as much distrusted by Demo- 
erats as any one in the party, he was content to 
Keep in the background, though he was not en- 
tirely out of sight. Muller’s relations to jobs 
and deals that have had the tacit if not the oven 
approval of the Governor are very well known. 
So faras is known he is the only man whose 

resence bas ever been tolerated around the 
cxecutive Chamber after being identitied py 
the public mind as a man with meroenary in- 
stincts, and the Governor is the only Executive 
who ever tolerated such a man. 

Another worker of the Governor’s who was 
here was ex-State Committeemun David A. 
Deshler of Utica. It is well known that 
Deghler was driven ont of Utica for. a 
period by the revelations of the Demo- 
cratio Observer of .Utiea. Charges were 
printed reflecting so serlously upon his char- 
acter, and the proofs presented were so strong, 
that the Demecracy simply. rose up and de- 
throned him. Yet he has access tothe Execu- 
tive Chamber, and his politieal experience and 
acquaintance are utilized by its politician oc- 
sy ce 

‘he *‘ Hoi Purroy,”’ whose members are shout- 
ing so loudly for the Governor, possess no 
mere ardent worker than Mr.. Jucob Seabold, 
the Deputy Commissioner of the Street-Clean- 
ing Department by the way, and yet Mr, Sea- 
bold has not so recently been transferred from 
Saratoga to New-York that men do not remem- 
ber that he was adealerinafaro bank in the 
former place. Of “Andy” White and Commis- 
sioner Purroy, conspicueus leaders of the Hill 
movement, the less said the better. « 

A column would be required to enumerate the 
big and little Demecrats who were fervid be- 
lievere in the,idea that the Governor’s renomi- 
nation was a political necessity. They were a 
mutual admiration society. On its rolls were 
Charles D. Bacon, formerly in the Governor's 
law office, who knows too mueh about his 
patron to have any fears about ever being en- 
tirely discarded; the Sheehan. brothers, whose 
faith in human nature was shaken, bnt not en- 
tirely shattered by the Governor’s sudden whirl 
about on the aqueduct question; T. Ff. Gaynor, 
an aide-de-camp on the Governor's ataff, 
whose recent public utterance that the 
Governor would be more benefited by having 
the saloons with him than ‘the charities has 
given bim more notoriety than he ever hoped 
tor; George-Biair, an agitator without honer or 
influence among the workingmen, but who has 
been retained by the Governor for the purpose 
of wheedling the labor vote; Clinten Beckwith, 
State Committeeman and aqueduct contractur; 
ex-Mayor Nolan of Albany, who has been in- 
spired by the Governer with the idea of ro-en- 
tering politics and. overthrowing D. Cady Her- 
rickin Albany County; ex-Aqueduct Commis- 
sioner Ridgway, not entirely east down by 
the reverses which. have fallem to his lot since 
the Governor overturned the Aqueduet Com- 
mission, and the noisy Mayor. of Long Island 
City, Patrick Gleasen, who seeks to pay some of 
the obligations to the Governor for legislative 
favors.

Having, as he believes, secured the 
support of the mere “practical”. politicians of 
his party, the Governor is ready to gambie on 
the result.

With the aidefa great fund 
such as he believes can be raised among the 
brewers and distillera he can, he thinks, 

urchase enough votes to make his election sure,

THE HAYTIAN REVOLUTION. 


THE REPUBLIC IN CHARGE OF A PRO- 
VISIONAL GOVERNMENT. 
WASHINGTON, Sept. 18.—The latest official 
communications received by Mr.Stephen Preston, 
the Haytian Minister, state that after the fall of 
Gen. Salomon’s administration, on the 10th of 
August last, Gen. Boisrond Canal, ex-President 
of the republic, was called by. the people to 
maintain public order. On the 24th of the same 
month the Revolutionary Committees of the 
Departments ef the North, West, and South met 
at Port au Prince and elected a provisional Gov- 
ernment of seven, as follows: Messrs. Boisrond 
Canal, Seide Thelemague, D. Legitime. E. 
Claude, Hyppolite N. 8t. Arnand, and C. Archin. 
The different Ministerial Departments are ad- 
ministered by their respective chef de division, 
(chief clerks,) under the direction of the abovo 
provisional Executive. A decree of the Govern- 
ment dissolved the Chambers and called on the 
éople to elect members fora Constituent Assem- 
ly, to meet on the 10th prox., to revise or amend 
the Constitution and elect a President. Public 
order has been uninterruptedly maintained, and 
business, usually slack at this season of the year, 
is brisk, the premium on gold having fallen from 
28 per vent. to 25 per cent. The new Govern- 
ment has the entire cenfidence both of native 
and foreign merchants. No further disturbance 
_whatever is feared. Very few employes of the 
Salomon Government have been removed.

Havana, Cuba, Sept. 8.—Owing to the in- 
terruption ef the wires details aregtill missing 
of the effects of the cyclone in many parts of the 
island. Leon Urbina was the name of the com- 
mander of the gunboat Lealtad, which foundered 
at Batabane, and who was lost, together with 
his pilot and seven seamen.

CUAL PRODUCERS PROTEST. 


COMPLAINING OF VERY UNJUST DISCRIM- 4 
INATION BY THE RAILROADS. 
WuLxsBakRE, Penn., Sept. 13.—Several 


of the largest individual coal operators in thet 


Wyoming and Lackawanna regions are about to 
appeal.to the Inter-State Commerce Commission 
to protest against the coal combination and its 
allies, the railroad companies. The operators 
have employed able Jawyers, who will at once 
lay their grievances before the commission. 
The operators claim that an attempt is 
being made to oust them from the business. In 
the first place, they allege that the coal com- 
panies transport bituminous coal more cheaply 
than anthracite, which is a discrimination 
against anthracite, and the recent advance in 


the tolis of anthracite has made the discrimina- 
tion so great that the individual operators have 
been compelled te take aggressive action to 
save themselves. 

The most censpisuous violation of the law 
seems to be that one of the railroad companies 
is now charging $2 75 a ton from the mines to 
Buffalo, and $2 a ton on vea coal to tide water. 
These are the published rates, and they are 50 
cents a ton higher than the rates charged by 
other reads to the same points. Thisis virtually 
@ prohibitory tariff. It shuts out the individual 
shipper and compels him to sell his coal to the 
company for 25 to 50 cents a ton less than the 
open market price. This shows how it is worked. 
The other day when a shipper would have been 
obliged to pay $2 a ton freight on pea coal had 
be sent the coal to tidewater, he sold 
the ceal to the railroad company, deliv- 
ered at the mines, for $1 a ton. Then he 
had his agents buy from the eompany at tide- 
water at a price which showed a discrimination 
against the individual operators of 75 cents a 
ton. In this way the _— of coal is kept up. 
These facts will be laid before the commission, 


MINNESOTA'S FINANOBS.

THE REVENUE NOT SUFFICIENT TO 
MEET EXPENSES. 

St. Pau, Minn., Sept. 13.—Cof Bobleter, 
State Treasurer, says the finances of the State 
are in bad shape. The revenue receipts are not 
enough to meet the expenses, and although but 
ene month of the fiscal year has been passed 
the State has already commenced to borrow 
money. Thelaw only allows the revenue fund 


te be overdrawn to the extent of $200,000, and 
of that amount $130,000 has already been over- 
drawn. The Treasurer says: 

“It will be adselutely necessary for the next 
Legislature to cut down ex ses. and this 
can’t be done to an extent that would do any 
good; or else they will have to make provisions 
for higher, taxation of at least one additional 
mill, eretofore the State prison has been self- 
sustaining, but as convict labor has been abol- 
ished the prison must be sustained wholly by 
the taxpayer. The Legislature of last Winter 
authorized us to borrow $100,000, but this 
amount will not go very far. Wehad to appro- 
priate $6,000 to pay interest. We have to pay 6 
per cent. on the money we borrow from the banks. 
About one-half of the money I have on hand, or 
at least $500,000 of it, will soen be apportioned 
out to the several school districts. This money 
dves not help the revenue at all, for the law 
daoes not allow us to teuch it for revenue pur- 
poses, except the everdraft of $200,000; and it 
seems folly for the State to borrow money when 
there is so much inthe Treasury. The trouble 
can be overcome by a large levy. The Legislat- 
ure should either make that or authorize us to 
issue bends.” 





INDICTED FOR OONSPIRAUOY. 

CuicaGco, Sept. 13.—The Grand Jury has 
indicted Louis M. Kane, Charles A. Haslett, 
and Algernon T. Osgood for conspiracy and 
obtaining $32,000 from the Equitable Debenture 
and Assets Corporation of London, represented 
by Francis Best. The bonds were fixed at 
$25,000 each. A trial on the same charge had 
been set for hearing before Justice Smith 
this afternoon, but the defendants were 
nots’ present, and the case before the 
Justices was dropped. Haslett is prominent 


in the Masonic order, Osgood is sonnected 
with the Piumbage Lubricating Company, 
and Kane -is a lawyer, and is new 
out of the oity. The alleged swindle was 
practiced, it is charged, by the defendants as 
members of the Transcontinental Transporta- 
tion Company, ef which Mr. Haslett is 
President and General Manager, Kane 
secretary, and Osgood a Director. The 
company does a fast freight refrigerator 
business and controls over 200 cars. It is 
claimed that in 1887 the company issued bonds 
for the purpose of paying off some indebtedness 
and purehasing new rolling stock. ‘The bonds 
were placed in the hands of an agent who nego- 
tiated a loan with the London Corporation and 
gave the bonds as security. The loan became 
due July 12, 1888, and as the money was not 
paid Francis Beat, representing the Corpora- 
tion, came to Chicago to look into the matter, 
and has instigated these proceedings. 








RUINED BY POOR INVESTMENTS. 

Detroit, Mich., Sept. 13.—Very little 
positive information is thus far obtainable con- 
eerning the affairs of the Lowell Natienal Bank, 
which was closed by the Examiner two days 
ago. Word comes to-day that the bank is not 
hikely to reopen. Bank Examiner Nash is re- 
persed as finding the affairs of the concern in a 
very badly muddled condition, and as having 
ordered its business to be wound up as expe- 


ditiously as possible. It is said that the bank 
held $18,000 of the Star Cutter Company’s 
paper, which was allowed to go to pretest, on 
which it had no security after the company had 
sold its plant to a Chieago coneern and given 
possession. But evidently there have been 
other poor investments of which as yet the out- 
side world is not advised. 

The deposits were about $80,000. It was 
found that it would require the raising of a 
sum nearly or quite equal to the capital stock 
of the bank—$50,000—to insure its successful 
resumption. This the stockholders were not 
Teady to do, in view of the situation, and 
liquidation was accepted as the alternative. 
The stockholders will suffer serious loss, bus 
every debt will be paid. The bank will be 
placed at once in the hands ef a Receiver.

‘WOULD CONFRONT A DUTY 


ME. HEWI1IT WOULD RESENT 
A TAMMANY NOMINATION. 
‘IF THAT ORGANIZATION SHOULD NAME A 
CANDIDATE FOR MAYOR HE WOULD 
FEEL COMPELLED TO RUN AGAIN 

HIMSELF. 

Now thatthe nomination for the Presi- 
dency and the Governorship have been made by 
all the parties, the local Democracy has turned its 
attention to the next highest office in the gift of 
the American people—the Mayoralty of the city 
ot New-York. Among the politicians it has 
been generally understood that Mayor Hewiti’s 
administration has been pretty satisfactory. 
The County Democracy has given voice to no 
particular complaint against the Mayor either 
in the matter of patronage or in opposition to 
the policy he has pursued, neither have they 
wasted any energy in his praise. The Republic- 
ans, whenever they have spoken, have compli- 
mented the Mayorand congratulated the city 
upon the ability and integrity which has 
characterized his conduct in that office. If 
they have quietly felicitated themselves that 
Mayor Hewitt has been almost too good a Mayor 
to suit the conceptions of the rock-rooted Demo- 
crats, they have only done so with growing 
cenvictions that when the issue came they 
would have to join with the better class of 
Democrats andthe large and constantly in- 
creasing independent element to give bim a 
second term. 

But Tammany Hall, notwithstanding it was 
the original proponent of Abram 8. Hewitt fer 
the Mayoralty, has wasted none of its energies 
in boasting ever that achievement, butin recent 
days has given many indications through the 
mouths of its leaders that it is not satisfied with 
Mr. Hewitt. Tammany Hall has not received 


from the Mayor that deferential comsideration 
which it has learned from a leng experience 
with commonplace politicians to expect from 
those whom it aids in the rage for ottice. If has 
reeeived just such consideration from Mr. 
Hewitt as he warned it that it was to expect 
when its representatives approached hima littie 
over two years ago with the offer of the nomi- 
nation. Richard Croker, Hugh J. Grant, 
Josepn J. O'Donohue, James A. Flack, and 
another were the committee who waited upon 
the Mayor at that time. 

The Democracy were confronted witha con- 
dition thatit worried them greatly to master. 
Henry George had been put forward by the dis 
contented working masses for the Mayoralty, 
and ho was riding on the crest of a tidal wave 
that promised to demolish the estapiished con: 
dition of things. The Democracy estimated thé 
unusual disturbance at its full vaiue. In their 
extremity Tammany Hall was willing to give 
up all for a union ticket, and after giving due 
consideration to all the available timberin its 
own organization it dropped these—including, 
as it did, all the candidates with whose names 
the leaders are now testing public sentiment — 
J. Edward Simmens, Joseph J. O’Donondus, 
Judge P. Henry Dugro, and George H. Forster 
—and proposed a man who, if he owned alie- 
giance to any political organization, was a rep- 
resentative of the County Democracy—Abrium 
8. Hewitt. With him the united Democracy 
made the fight and won it. 

Mayor Hewitt said yesterday toa TIMES re: 
porter, ‘‘Tammany Halil has no tenable ground 
of complaint against me. When the delegation 
from that organization called upon me to ofier 
we the nomination ferthe Mayoralty [said to 
them, ‘I accept your nomination, gentlemen, 
but I want to warn you now that you are go- 
ing to be disappointed in me. if am elected I 
shall fulfill the duties of the office according to 
my own convictions of what is right. I.shall 
appoint whom I please to the positions within 
my appointment, and shall administer the office 
for no particular organization, out for the whole 
people,’ They expressed themselves satistled 
with my views and left. 

*“When it eame to the appointments the Tam- 
many Demecracy submitted to me a list of their 
nominatiens for various offices. I appointed 
Morgan J. O’Brien Corporation Counsel because 
I was satistied of his fitness for the appoint- 
ment. Charles F. McLean, whom Tammany 
wanted for Corporation Counsel, I appointed 
Poliee Commissioner, and ~Ricnard Croker, 
whom tbey wanted'for Police Commissioner, f 
reappointed Fire Commissioner. Every man 
whom I have appointed from the Tammany 
Democracy was named in the lista they pre- 
sented to me, but I did not always appoint the 
man to the office Tammany Hali had selected 
for him. Thatis the enly,grievance they can 
possibly have against me. 

** Understand me, please; I am nota candidate 
for re-election. Every personal consideration 
urges me against it. had mucho rather the 
Democracy ef this city would unite upon some 
acceptable candidate and elect him to the oflice, 
tor 1 am desirous of being relieved of the re- 
sponsibility, and want the opportunity to devote 
more attention to my personal affairs. I have 
no reason personally to believe that there will 
not be a union candidate put in the field. [ 
myseif will do ali Loan to promote a union of 
the factions. But sevoral expressions from the 
Tammany leaders that have been recently pub- 
lished indicate an intention on the part of that 
organization to put an independent candidate 
in the field, with the evideut purpose of cap- 
turing the City Government and adding it 
to their other achievements. [f that shail be 
be the case it would present as serious a condi- 
tion to the people of this city as was presented 
by the George uprising of two years ago. The 
people weuld be contronted with the question 
whether the Government of this city was con- 
ducted for the sole purpose of supplying Tam- 
many Hall with offices. In that event [ should 
feel it my duty to confront the situation as [ 
did the George movement. I should not feel at 
liberty to fiy from am apparent duty if called 
upon any more new than I dia then. Bui if 
Tammany Hail and the County Demoeracy 
should call upon me to-morrow as a united 
Democracy and offer me the nomination I 
should refuse it. 

“There are some other things which would 
make the prospect of a second term 2 littie 
less objectionable to me than the first one was. 
Since have been in this office [ have been 
made to see how useful to a great community 
@ man might be if he nad the opportunity. 
There has been semetbing accomplished for 
the cause of good gevernment during the last 
two years, but there remains a great deal 
mere to be done. I believe I have had the 
support of the better classes of the peepis of 
all parties. By the better classes I do not by 
any means mean the rich alene. [ have re- 
ceived many comforting assurances of suppers 
from people iu all conditions of life, the rich 
and poor, tradesmen and workingmen, and 
people of all nationalities. These have shown 
that they nave an interest in the Goverument 
that should be respected abeve all partisan 
considerations. I believe that [ have the great 
mass of the people back of me in support of 
the cause of geod government, and I should 
not feel at liberty to disregard their wishes with 
respect to my re-election. ; 

“But I wish to be thoroughly understood in 
this matter. At present I am with Tammany 
Hall ‘agin’ the Mayor. I am not anxious for 
two more years’ work in this office. Idid not 
want the office two years ago, and it was only 
the peculiar exigency of that election thai in- 
duced me to make the race. It would be only 
another sueh exigeney that would induce me to 
serve another two years. Such an exigency 
would undoubtedly arise if Tammany Halishould 
put up a candidate for the Office for the sale ap- 
parent purpose of securing the control of the 
appointive power to the offices in the gift of the 
Mayor. The question before the people would 
be: ‘Dees the Goverument of the city of New- 
York exist for the sule purpose of supplying 
Tammany Hail with patronage?’ I should »x- 
pect every good citizen, whatever his politics 
to be arrayed against that principle.”

DIABLO’'S GREAT EASTERN 


‘EGMONT BREAKS DOWN AFTER 
WINNING THE SPEED STAKHS. 
THE FUTURITY COURSE ABANDONED 
FOR A DAY —M’LAUGHLIN RIDES 

FOUR WINNERS. 


The Great Eastern Handicap, whieh gen- 
érally turns out to be more of a race to talk 
about than to see run, brought an unusually 
large crowd to the Sheepshead Bay track of the 
Coney Island Jockey Club yesterday, in spite of 
the fact that every racegoer Knew that the 
traek would be heavy and holding, and the race 
therefore a slow one. So heavy was the Futur 
ity course near the starting post that 
the horses could not be rtn over it, 
though the conditions of the Speed 
Stakes called for a run over that 
track, Instead, both it and the Great Eastern 
Were run over the regular track, and it is prob- 
ably a faet that the publie was better satisfied, 
as they had a chance to see the entire race from 
start to finish. The Speed Stakes, which Eg- 
mont won, were probably an unfortunate win 
for the Chicage Stable, for the horse pulled up 
very lame after his run, and will have to be laid 
up for the rest ef theseason, if not permanently. 

As to the Great Eastern Handicap, it was lit- 
tle more than a runaway race fur Diablo, which 
was a Veritable surprise to Mr. Kraemer, owner 
ofthe Castle Stable, who had hoped and ex- 
pected to win with the Madge filly, having 
backed her to win for a very snug sum. Fresno 


Was the public favorite, but Fresno was never 
in the race, and was absolutely last at the fin- 
ish, the colt failing to show any of his oid- 
time speed in any part of the con- 
test, though Garrison worked hard on him 
from the fall éf the fiag. The race brought a 
big surprise, teo, In the rursing of Oarroll, as 
the Bilet-Juanita colt is now ealled. the 
yuungster getting the place from a lot of 2-year- 
olds that are popularly supposed to out-class 
hive in every way. As from 25 to 50 to 1 could 
be bad against him for a place, the backers of 
Joe Cotton’s colt had go reason for feeling 
pretty well satisfiet with their venture. 

A teatere ef the day's racing was “Jimmy” 
McLaughlin’s return to something like his old 
form, Le having ridden the winners of both the 
stake races, Egmont and Diablo, ana also Terra 
Cotta, winner of the first race at a mile and an 
eighth, and Santalene in the last race at a mile 
and a quarter over the tarf. It was also no- 
ticeabie that his winnings were not the cause 
of such a popular outburst of applause as in the 
old days, @ fact probably due in part to his 
recent attack on his wife through the newa- 
papers, which people generally deem entirely 
unwarranted and decidedly cowardly. 

Terra Cotta was compelied to carry four and 
a half pounds overweight in order that Mc- 
Laughlin could ride him in thé opening race, 
but this did not deter the talent from plunging 
on him until but 2 te 5 against him were the 
prevailing edds, with Lottie Wall considered his 
most dangerous opponent. The race was By ne 
means the easy thing for the favorite that his 
followers had loeked for, and it required all 
McLaughlin’s energies to laud him first home 
in as grand a finish as one could wish to see. 
Barrister jumped out to make the pace at the 
start, but before half the journey had been 
accomplished, he had had eneugh of the struggle 
and joinea Her Lilyship in the rear. Then 
Terra Cotta, whe had been lying well up, rushed 
out, follewed by Prose, who held him clear 
round the turn and into the stretcn, Lottie 
Wall running third, Straightening out for heme 
Prose swerved, and Came near to interfering 
with Terra Cotta, Barnes in the meantime 
taking Lottie Wall wide. Down the streteh 
McLaughlin began hard driving in the effort to 
shake off Prose, but. the latter held on, and Lot- 
tie Wall, coming very strong half a furlong from 
home, a desperate finish began. With a compe- 
tent jockey Prose sheuld and would bave won, 
but, as it was MeLaughlin just succeéded in 
forcing Terra Cotta in a short head before Lot- 
tie Wall, while the latter was about the same in 
front of Prose, the others beaten off. 

Din Honig and his followers pulled eff what 
Was doubtless a protitabie race with Wahee in 
the second event. There were oniy four start- 
ers, but three of them were weil backed, 
Grisette and My Own being the public faver- 
ites, while a choice delegation piayed Wahoo 
into second place in the odds. The victory was 
au easy one for Wahoo, The Brighten Beacher, 
Raymond, started off to make the running, and, 
heiding My Own for over half a mile, his few 
backers indulged stroug hopes that they had 
landed on to a good thing and had shown 
superior judgment. But before the big turn 
Was reached both Raymend and My Own were 
done for, and, entering the stretch, Wahoo was 
in front, with Taral looking over his shoulder 
ready to head off any opposition that might 
show itself. Grisette was in second place at 
this time, and Murphy was urging ner. But it 
was to no purpose, as Wahoo won without the 
slightest trouwie by a length. Raymond rallied 
again in the stretch, and, maktiny considerable 
ground, Was only beaten @ neck for the place 
by Grisette. 

The Chicago Stable won the Speed Stakes, 
worth $1,585, with Egmont, but in doing .se 
probably lost the servives of the horse for the 
balance of the season, and just when he had 
reached such high form that he ranked with the 
best, and had, in fact, been expected to make a 
great racein the Mayilower Handicap to-day. 
‘Lie injury consisted of a bad wrench in the near 
fore leg, and although the horse showed no signs 
of it ia the rave be was so lame when he pulied 
up that McLaughlin had to dismount and walk 
back to the scales. His vietory was by no 
means so easy @ one as the betting 
had indicated, and he had to be urged 
at the end to beat Britannic out, 
although the accident may have affected his 
running somewhat at the end. Britannic made 
the running to the turn, with Tipsiatt second, 
and Salisbury third. Half-way round Salisbury 
showed in front tor a second, bat soon dropped 
back, and Britannic also faltered fora moment. 
Entering the stretch, Tipstaif was still in front, 
but when well straightened out, Egmont came 
through and jomed, Britannic also coming 
strong. The fiuish was & good one, Egmont 
finally winning by a length, with Tipstaif a neck 
behind Brrvannic, 

The great Eastern Handicap has net been 
noted for producing close finishes, and yester- 
day with adozen starters there was virtually 
but one Mm it at the finish and that one net the 
favorite, who at the finish occupied the unen- 
viable position denominated last. The latter 
was Fresno, he having, with Madstone and Sal- 
vator scratched, been installed a hot favorite, 
Diablo, McLaughlin up, the next in the betting 
and both very heavily backed. Aside frem 
these two there was not much money invested 
in the straight books, what little there was 
going mostly on Philander, Erie, and Felicta, 
each of which Bad fanciers and were well backed 
for piace, THe race, as said above, did not pro- 
duce a hot finish,and Diablo had things all hisown 
way 2$ the end, but it was a pretty contest to 
look at, and for second place, which meant 
over $2,000 to the owner of the horse securing 
it, the struggle wasa het one.

THE NORTHERN pPacirid’s ConTRACT 
WITH GOVERNMENT OFFICIALS LIKE- 
LY TO CAUSE LEGAL WARFARE. 

St. Pav, Minn., Sept. 13.—The present 
lall in railroad affairs in Manitoba does not carry 
With it A senses Of security to the Northern Pa- 
Cifle, The iatter’s contract with the present Gov: 
ernment has been ratified by the Legislature, 
and upon the usual protlamation, Will seen as- 
sume a quasi-legal aspect. But the end is net 
yet. There are breakers ahead, and the Nerth- 
ern Pacific will soon havea gigantic lawsuit on 
its hands. [rit hopes to retain what seems to 
be Within its grasp, it must Hght for it ana fi¢ht 
hard, for another sorporation, duly récbguized 
by the Government in the past, if net at pres- 
ent, hasa prior claim to the Red River Valley 
Road. 

Some yéars ago contracts were let for the 
eonstruction of the Red River Valley Road, but 
the Canadian Paeitic, aided and abetted by the 
Dominion Gevernment, stepped in and secured 
injunction after injunction, obstructing the 
werk. It was not until recently that the Mani- 
tebans won their secund fight, and then the 
new Government began treating. with the 
Nerthern Pacific officials for the completion 
ond operation of the road, with beanches from 
Portage La Prairie and from Morris to Bran- 
don.

At 3 
e’slock this morning Mayer Reese, after con- 
sultation’ with Dr. J. B. Gaston, President of 
the Moatgomery Board of Health, declared a 
quarantine ag inst Decatur. The action was 
based on direct information from Decatur 
through Dr, Jerome Cochran, State Health Of- 
ticer of Alabama, who went ur to make a thor- 
ough investigation.

The Louisvillé and Nashville Railroad began 
to-day running all their ge ye trains through 
Decatur without a halt, and the only means of 
ingress léft the péople is by private conveyance 
and the Tennessee River.

THE MYSTERY S1ILL UNSOLVED. 


SPECULATIONS AS TO THE IDENTITY OF 
“LAWRENCE HERBERT.” 

The. man who committed suicide at the 
Hofffan House Sunday night is now believed to 
be Edwin V. Seebohm, a London playwright, A 
more careful examination of the clothing of the 
dead man Yesterday led to the finding of the 
above name trader the tag of the tailor who 
made the coats. Thé only Seebohm known in 
London is the playwright, who last appeared in 
public print because of his dramatization of 
Mrs. Frances Hodgson Burnett’s “ Little Lord 
Fauntleroy.” Beebohm made his dramatization 
by taking advantage of the English copy- 
right law and hastened the production 
of his piéce at the Prince of Wales’s 
Theatre. It was placed upon the stage 


in February. Mrs. Burnett and the playwright 
had @ discussion over the matter, which the 
newspapers took up. seebolm did not deny 
that there was little justice in his action, but 
rested on the statement that the law allowed 
him to make sucha dramatization. He also 
had written other plays, none, however, that 
met with any remarkable deuree of success. His 
plays were mostiy produced in the provinces 
and in London. eis said to have had some 
money. The body was buried yesterday in the 
Lui heran Cemetery. 
ater in the day two young women, neatly 

dressed, called at the undertaker’s rooms and 
asked to see the body. They were told that it 
had been buried. They said that they believed 
the dead man was Lawrence Herbert, whom 
oné of them had met in April last for the first 
tims on the éteamer Etruria, coming from Eng- 
land to this country. He had been intreduced 
by a business man in thiscity, Last Thursday 
thé young Woman, Who said shé was Grace 
Gough, said sie had dined with Herbert and 
the friend he had made on the steamer. Her- 
bert had made an engagement to dine with her 
on Friday, but he had failed t@ keep the ap- 
pointment. Herbért, she said, had toid her 
that his father and mother were dead and that 
he lived with his unclé ip England. He had 
some Méans, and claimed hé was an heir to con- 
siderable property. He had been traveling for 
Digasure, and was on the lookout for fun. 

She knew of no reason for his suicide, as he 
had seemed im good spirits at the dinner on 
Thursday.

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WALL-STREET STIRRED UP 


BULLS, BEARS, AND EVERY. 
BODY FEARED A PANIC. 
THE STARTLING ST, PAUL RAILROAD DIs- 
COVERIES PROVED A SENSATION IN- 

DEED—THE STOCK’S BIG DROP, 

Scenes were enacted on the New-York 
Stock Exchangé yesterday that will be historic. 
Not in many a long day has the financial world 
known such turmoil. Apprehension commanded 
every post. The Wall-street atmosphere was 
stifling. Brokers became a mob, fired by a 
nervous excitement whose fuel was the dread 
of a threatening panic. The sudden official 
confession by the Chicago, Milwaukee and 8st, 
Paul Railroad Company, ranking forward 
among the very foremost of the great capital- 
ized corporations of the land, thas it was no 
longer able to earn a dividend, stirred and 
Startled investors and speculators alike, and 
both overwhelmingly. 

When the Stock Exchange elosed on Wednés- 
day the common capital stock of the St. Paul 
Road had a market value of $29,000,000. Less 
than Half an hour of business on the Stock Ex- 
ehange yesterday morning was required to cut 
those figures down over $2,000,000. Another 
Inillion was lost in the market vaiue of the 
company’s preferred stock. Three millions of 
apparent property disappeared thus as in a 
twinkling. And this depression and deprecia- 
tion, shown by the earliest quotations of the 
day, got no relief by any rally that came after. 

Not St. Paul stock only suffered in the 
day’s wild mélée. Every share en the Stook 
Exchange was forced into the Victim list, and 


the total shrinkage in market values for the 
day made an agyregate of millions en millions, 

it was an exceptional brukerage or banking 
firm that was not vpen yesterday moruing long 
befure the reguiar business hour. Wali-street 
was livelier at 8 A. M. yesterday than in 
months it has been at high noon. Nowhere was 
there other than the one tupic of the 8t. Paul 
sensation discussed. Telegraph offices weré 
jammed. Cabie vperators were under a deluge 
of orders. The “ curb” was alive with jestlin 
men who howled exeited quotations, bids, mm | 
offers. London syne were the prize of the 
whole Street. ow would Europe take the 
altegether unexpected slaughter of dividends 
upon a property which had been advertisea to 
them as an income-bearing security safe be- 
yond question? This question busisd every 
man. ® enswer that came had no uncertain 
tone. The first London quotation for St. Pau 
yesterday morning was over four full points less 
than theclosing price of thé day before—the lass 
preceding quotation. Wall-street’s excitement 
blazed then truly. 

One side of the great trading room of the 
Stock Exchange was bare and deserted, 
when finally the gavel of the Chairman 
gave official sanction te the day’s busi- 
ness. Upon the other side a mass of 
men, wedged in oue against another, went sud- 
denly mad. There was the St. Pauli “crowd.” 
There was din overwhelming. There were ex- 
cited brokers growing boarsé and livid in 4 
juvilee of howling, whose echoes were barely 
short of the demouiac. There were the apostles 
of bull pools galore fighting hard to stay the 
tmadness and hold quotations firm, not for the 
sake of the St. Paul shareholders alone, but to 
prevent, if possible, the development of the 
“panic” that widespread expestation was wait- 
ing nervously fur. There, too, was the bear 
raider, confident and keenly alive to his inviting 
opportunities. But most conspicuous and most 
anxious was the commission broker, whose cua- 
tomer’s fortune was at stake, whose threatened 
Margins were under fire, whose peril was in- 
com parabie. 

Lookers-on thronging the galleries and erowd- 
ing close against the “rail” that defends the 
Exchange floors from outside intrusion, witness- 
ing these excited scenes, showed little less ani- 
mation than did the contending brokers and 
traders themselves—for the spectators of yester- 
day morning’s scene Were nol curious outsiders, 
but partners, clerks, and customers. 

Half a dozen different quotations were made 
for St. Paul at the same moment when it opened. 
Bulls offered to pay 70 for it, a point and a half 
under Wednesday night’s clesing figure. Bears 
howled out offers to sellitin big bloeks at 69, 
68, 67, 66. The first official reeerd that got 
upon the tape was 68. Thet it dropped to 67, 
hesitated a moment at 660, and plunged down 
to 6573. “Stop orders” were swept away by 
wholesale. Stock belonging to nervous holcers 
was thrown overbeard as ina deluge. Strenuous 
efforts were made to rally the market from 
this plane, but there seemed cargoes of stock 
for sale at 66anda a fraction above. Activity 
spread to other stocks. In all was weakness. 
The first 15 minutes of business witnessed deal- 
ings in 100,000 shares. The tumultuous scenes 
of this early part of the day continued spasmod- 
ically tili after the noon hour, and all the while 
there was disquiet and apprehension of panic 
On every side. Quotations did not break, how- 
ever, below those that marked the opening hour, 
orders to buy stock coming in thick from some 
mysterious quarter. One broker—Mr. A. H 
Combs—personaily bought 12,000 shares of 86. 
Paul in big viocks ‘at the market,” taking it as 
fast as it was offered. Purchases of this sort— 
orders undoubtediy coming from bears intent 
on covering ‘‘sherts’’—had the effect of staying 
further sharp declines, even though not pro- 
ductive of buoyancy or advances. 

Five hundred thousand shares of stock—over 
25 per cent. St. Paul—were dealt in during the 
day. The close of business was marked by 
none of the excitement of the earlier hours, 
but disquist and dread were Manifest in the 
nervous bids and offers, all declines, that ended 
the great day’s record. Sc. Paul common stock’s 
closing bid was 6649, just 5 full points less than 
the closing price of one day before, when it was 
supposed to bea 5 per cent. dividend payer. 
Ee preferred stock, which closed above 111 on 

fednesday night, then being recognized as a 
gure payer of 7 per cent. dividends, clesed at 
107, having been down to 106. 

Officers of the St. Paul Company, the same 
who have been dealing out rose-colored fictions 
for months past, were kept busy throughout the 
whole of the day endeavoring to explain why 
they had been pursuing such a deceptive 
course. Vice-President Bond—whose consci- 
entiousness must keep him rather lonesome 
—was the only man identified with the company 
whose words got much attention. He was ean- 
did enough to say this: 

“The company has never earned auring the first 
six months of the vear the dividends usually de- 
clared in September. Last year but $3,600,000 was 
earned during the first six months, and $6,450,000 
Was earnei! during the last half of the year. It has 
always been a custom of the board when declariug 
the September dividend to anticipate the net earn- 
ings during the last half of the year. In the 
epinion of the board, however, the severe 
losses artaing from the demoraiization in rates 
during the last 12 months—a direct result of the 
working of the fourth an‘ fifth sections of the inter- 
State commerce law, which relates to the long and 
short haul charges and prohibits equitable arrange- 
ment between companies for division of competi- 
tive traffic--this, coupled with the local State legis- 
lation in the same direction, has bronght into the 
rate question an element of uncertainty which war- 
rants a departure from the usual policy of antici- 
pating the net earnings in the declaration of divi- 
denis,” 

Wall-street, as is always the case when Wall- 
gtreet gets caught napping, was filled with de- 
pupeéiations scoring the St. Paul Directors for 
wbolishing dividends, and confessins virtual 
bankruptcy. Philip D. Armour, William Rocke- 
feller, and other controlling magnates in the 
property were apostrephized in language that 
smacked in no way of meekness. But when- 
ever the name of the St. Paul’s new President, 
Roswell Miller, was mentioned it was in utter- 
ance of commendation. His aim is on all sides 
admitted to be purely conservative, hie chief 
ambition being to resurrect the great corpora- 
tien’s fortuues and giveinvestors safety and 
gure rewards. 

At the Windsor Hotel last night there was 
even a bigger throng ef interested Wall-street 
men than on Wednesday evening when the sen- 
sation was first discovered. No ether topic than 
the St. Paul’s abolished dividend and its pessivle 
effect upon the stock market's course was dis- 
cussed, but financial predictions no more agreed 
than they ever did before.

DYING FROM INDIFFPERENOB. 


THE DECAY OF THE AMERICAN DRA- 
MATIO FUND ASSOCIATION, 

The first hearing on the petition of the 
American Dramatic Fund Association for a dis- 
solution of the corporation was held yesterday 
in the Bennett Building before Referee Charles 
W. West. 

Stephen H. Olin, the counsel for the Directors 
and officers of the association, read the petition 
for dissolution, The petition stated that the 
corporation, founded April 11, 1848, waa ore- 
ated to raise, by subscriptions, donations, be- 
quests, and benefits, a fund whieh should pro- 
vide for the several members ef the association 
Who were, through age or illneas, incapacitated 
from pursuing their professien. No stock had 


ever been created or issued. The effects and 
property of the corporation were not sufficient 
to pay the reasonable demands of the members 
and beneficiuries, and the reasons for desiring a 
dissolution weresthat since the association had 
been incorporated a change in. the methods of 
gndiscting dramatic companies bad made resi- 

ent members too few to properly eondust the 
business of the association. Further reasons 
were that there wasa growing indifference on 
the part of leading actors and other members of 
the profession toward the association; that the 
members were decreasing, and that the prob- 
able increaseof applications for allowances from 
the members of the association who are now 
advancing in years weuld greatly diminish the 
small benetits conferred by it, 

George Becks, the Secretary of the associa- 
tion, stated that only one member bad been 
taken in in the Jast tive yeara, and only three in 
the last twenty years. He also stated that 
when the assoeiation was incorporated nearly 
all the theatres had stoek conmipanies, but now 


sequently few resident acters. E. J. Black, a 
Trustee of the association, testified that in his 
jua ment the interests of the persons entitled 

o share tn the fund would be prometed by «is- 
tributing the fund itself rather than to con- 
tinue to pay a smalland decreasing annuity. 
The amounts paid to annuitants for the year 
ending Marck, 1887, in no case exceeded $282 40 
to any one annuitant. ~ 

Ex-Judge A. J. Dittenhoefer appeared as 
eounsel for the Actors’ Fund Aasociation, whieh 
protests against the proposes dissolution on the 
ground that the charter ot its association states 
that the American Dramatie Fund Association 
may at any time consalidate with the former, 
merging its moneys and funds therein, and that 
in this the charter shows a legislative intent 
that when the Dramatic Association dissalved 
the Actors’ Fund Association should be thelegal 
repository for its funds and property. The op- 
ponents to the petitien, whe are alsa represent- 
ed by ex-Judge Dittenhoefer, are Fanny Daven- 
port and five others. Of the members of the 

ramatic Association 72 out of 78 members have 
expressed themeelves as desiring a dissolution. 
The total amount of property belonging to the 
Dramatic Fund Association is $55,803 82, and 
since its organization it has disbursed $115,000 
to members and annuitants

Will the Republicans in the Senate pass 
any tariff bill whatever, or present any, or 
get ome out of the sub-committee of the 
Finance Committee of the Senate? These 
are the questions that are worrying the 
minds of the Democrats of the House as 
well as the Republicans in the Senate. The 
House seut the Mills bill to the Senate on 
July 29. The sub-committee had been at 
work on the subject for at least three 
months. They had heard representatives 
of all the interests affected over and again. 
On Aug. 31, after a month’s study of the 
Mills bill, it was resolved to report a Senate 
bill to the Finance Committee in ten days. 
The time is more than up, but there is no 
sign of the bill, and our dispatches say that 
prominent members of the committee think 
that they are no nearer than they were six 
months ago. It looks very much as if Con- 
gress would, with a slight recess for elec- 
tion, sit the year out. 








With every disposition to allow for the 
exigencies of a public eulogist of Gov. 
Hint, we must say that Gen. RoGrr 
Pryor ought to have had more sense 
than to tell the Buffalo Convention that 
the opposition to its candidate preceeded 
from “desperate Mugwumps.” Desperation 
is the state of mind of a man who has 
some selfish interest of his own at stake 
which he must protect at all hazards.

The raising of money in Germany for the 
Emin Pasha relief expedition has shown 
that there are two policies now struggling 
for the mastery. Some people desire to 
have the expedition used also for extending 
German colonial, sway in Africa. They 
propose to reopen communication with 
EmIN by establishing a chain of stations 
to the great lakes. But other contributors 
urge that the humane purpose of relieving 
EMIn should be paramount. The antagonism 
beween these views has become more and 
more marked, and some German newspapers 
resent using the natural anxiety created for 
the safety of EMIN as a mask for pushing 
the schemes of German colonial companies 
in Africa. Thus far the Government ap- 
pears to have taken no definite position on 
the subject. If Emrn were known to be in 
immediate danger it would be shocking to 
subordinate his rescue to the-gradual estab- 
lishment of a line of commercial stations, 
which might be the work of years. Fort- 
unately, the brave Governor appears quite 
able.-to take care of himself, and has al- 
ready expressed a determination not to 
desert the work to which he has devoted 
his life. Still, the speediest way of sending 
him supplies should be resorted.to, instead 
of using the philanthropic sentiment for 
trade purposes or colonial aggrandizement. 


HARRISONIAN FINANCE. 

Mr. Harrison, in hissimplefashion; takes 
the platform of his party very literally. 
“The surplus now in the Treasury,” he says, 
“ should'be used in the purchase of bonds. 
The law authorizes this use of it, and if it 
is not needed for current or deficiency ap- 
propriations, the people and not the banks 
in which it has been deposited should have 
the advantage ofits use by stopping inter- 
est upon the public debt.” And he adds, in 
blind ignorance of the attacks of his party 
organs upon the Treasury for having used 
about half of the surplus accumulating in 
August for the purchase of bonds: ‘At 
least those who needlessly hoard it should 
not be allowed to use the fear of a monetary 
stringency to coerce public opinion upon 
other questions.” 

There was in the Treasury on the 1st of 
September, in round numbers, $130,000,000 
over and above all current. demands and 
the reserve set aside for the redemption of 
United States notes. This amount is steadi- 
ly increasing, though the exact rate of in- 
crease cannot be determined until the dil- 
atory and muddled majority in the Senate 
shall get through pottering with the tariff 
puzzle, finish the appropriations, and go 
home. Butthereis no doubt that by the 
time the President elected in November 
shall take his seat the surplus, even with 
the purchase of bonds now going on, will 
have reached $150,000,000. This, Mr. 
HARRISON says, and probably thinks, 
“‘ should be used in the purchase of bonds.” 
The only bonds now outstanding and to 
be had in any amount in the market are 
the 41, per cents, due in 1891, of which 
there are $220,000,000, and the 4 per 
cents, due in 1907, of which there 
are $709,000,000. Of the 415 per cents 
there have been bought by the Treasury 
since the purchases began in April last 
$12,759,300, at a price, with premium, 
ranging from 10614, to 108, while of the 4s 
there have been bought $27,227,400. On 
these the premium at first was only 24.70; 
ithas risen until those bought last week 
were at prices ranging from 127 to 129. 
The average premium, taking both classes 
together at recent offering rates, is not far 
from 25 per cent. 

Mr. Harrison thinks that it is good 
finance and good business economy to buy 
up debts not yet due at a premium of 25 
percent. Wedonot believe that a man of 
ordinary common sense and experience 
would think of such a thing in his own af- 
fairs. It is no better in national affairs. It 
may be said that the interest on the bonds 

would amount to more than the premium. 
That is, of course, true. A 4 per cent. one- 
thousand-dollar bond, with nine years to 
run, would requirethe payment of $360 in 
interest, and the premium on it at present 
rates would be only $290. This is the $70 
that Mr. HARRISON would give to the peo- 
ple. But why does the owner of such 
a bond wish to sell it for $1,290 when he 
knows that in nine years he will have got 
$1,360 for it? Because he knows that with 
the smaller amount in cash he can make, in 
nine years, more than the larger amount. 
Even if hé only loans out the cash at simple 
interest at 4 per cent., he will have got at 
the end of the nine years within $18 40 as 
much as he would have got from the Gov- 
ernment. But no capitalist will so loan his 
money; he will reinvest his interest. If he 
does so in loans only at 4 per cent., he will 
gain decidedly. If he invests it in business 
enterprises he will probably gain much 
more. In other words, every intelligent 
American man of business can do better 
with the management of his own money 
than any Government official can do for him. 

Now, the surplus in the Treasury has 
come out of the pockets of the people. It 
should be used, not in buying bonds, but in 
reducing taxation, that the money this tax-

THE COPPER RINGS PROFITS. 


Senator PLatr of Connecticut has asked 
the Senate to instruct its committee on Fi- 
nance to make an inquiry concerning the Cop- 
per Ring, and in the course.of some remarks 
upon this subject yesterday he made sev- 
eral curious assertions. ‘‘He was not aware,” 
the press report says, “that any persons 
in the United States were connected with 
it, [the Copper Syndicate.] He did not un- 
derstand that the prices fixed in the con- 
tract were much above the “market prices, 
so that the great profit made by the Syndi- 
cate went entirely into the hands of foreign 
capitalists and wastaken out of the pockets 
of the consumers in the United States and 
elsewhere.” 

Mr. PLATT?’s purpose-appears to have been 
to show that the tax exacted from con- 
sumers in this country by the operations of 
this Ring goes into the pockets of a group 
of wicked foreigners. His attention should 
be directed to the jubilant predictions of 
ex-Congressman JAY A. HUBBELL, a well- 
known Republican, with whose career in 
politics he is familiar. The Boston Post of 
the 6th inst..said in its financial column: 

“Mr. Jay A. HUBBELL of Michigan is in 
Boston. Mr. HUBBELL, who is ene of the best 
authorities on copper stocks in this country, is 
enthusiastic over the present outlook. He is a 
large holder of Calumet and Heocla, which he 


thinks will earn at least $40 per share a year, 
beginning this month.” 


The par value of each shareof Calumet and 
Heclastock is only $25, If the mine is to earn 
$40 a year by means of its contract with 
the Copper Syndicate it will beable to de- 
clare and pay annual dividends of 150 per 
cent. 1t was estimated some time ago that 
the company’s contract would yield a profit 
of 120 per cent. Does this money go 
into the pockets ofthe “foreign capital- 
ists,” of whom Mr. Piatr speaks? It is 
taken by the stockholders of the-company 
in thiscountry. TheSyndicate takes an- 
other profitin addition, and the consumer 
pays both. Before the Ring was formed 
the Calumet and Hecla was enabled by the 
tariff to exact from domestic consumers a 
price higher than foreigners were required 
to pay for its copper, and in the years 
from 1870 to 1883 it paid upon a capital 
of $2,500,000 dividends amounting to 
$23,500,000. Mr. PLatT may find that 
statement in the Tribune. The official re- 
ports of the American companies show how 
large the profits of mining are under the 
Ring contracts. For example, it is stated in 
the recently-issued report of the Tamarack 
Company for the year ending Jane 30 that 
the cost of refined copper at the mine in 
that year was 3.97 cents a pound, while 
its cost laid down in this city, was only 
5% cents. But the company receives from 
the Syndicate 13 cents a pound and 
half of the profits obtained by the Syndi- 
cate. The price in this city which is 
virtually fixed by the Syndicate, is now 
171, cents. While the cost of Tamarack 
copper delivered here is 5% cents, the 
cost of Calumet and Hecla copper is said 
to be about 615. The Syndicate makes 
something, but the companies make much 
more. The consumer is helpless, and he is 
robbed by both. 

Is it true that no onein the United States 
is connected with this Syndicate? Are not 
the copper companies connected with it? 
Unless the protected copper companies of 
this country had consented to join this Ring 
it could not have controlled the market and 
fixed the price. Before the Ring was 
formed these companies were enabled 
by a tariff duty of more’ than 
40 per cent. to exact by combination 
extraordinary profits in the home market. 
After their stockholders had been enriched 
by protection they showed their gratitude 
by going into this Ring, whose managers 
have boasted that they would compel Amer- 
icans to pay for copper prices higher than 
those demanded in any other quarter 
of the globe. Is it true that the profits 
of the Ring scheme go “entirely 
into the hands of foreign capitalists” ? 
We have shown thatit isnot. Theremoval 
of the duty on copper would not affect the 
stability of the Ring or at present reduce 
the price of copper. But the Ring may be 
broken by and by. If it should be dissolved 
the greedy American companies ought not 
then to be able to use a duty of 40 per cent. 
as an instrument for extorting high prices 
here. They have forfeited all right to ask 
for protection. ; 








ISHAK KHAN’S REVOLT. 

Itisnow admitted that a decisive battle 
is at hand in Afghanistan which will de- 
termine the fate, at least for the present, of 
ABDURRAHMAN’S reign. In the combat at 
Maimena the Ameer’s troops were victori- 
ous, and this gives ground for the supposi- 
tion that they will be so in the greater bat- 
tle now expected. But IsHaxk has received 
@ very general support in Northern Afghan- 
istan in his pretensions to the throne, and 
should the fortune of war be in his favor 
ABDURRAHMAN might easily be overthrown. 
The renewed illness of the Ameer, who in a 
former attack of sickness was not expected 
to survive, may also produce some indecis- 
ion and lack of vigor in the military oper- 
ations. 

The present is only one more of the dy- 
nastic feuds that have marked the history 
of Afghanistan in the last half century, 
Dost MOHAMMED, against whom Lord 
AUCKLAND, Governor-General of India, de- 
clared war in 1838, had then been ruling 
the main part of Afghanistan for a dozen 
years or more. The British forces took 
Cabul, but afew years later, in 1842, while 
attempting to withdraw from the country, 
were attacked and massacred in Khyber 
Pass. Dasr MOHAMMED’S authority was 


then restored, and a better understanding | 


at last prevailed with India, and on his 


death, in 1863, SHERE ALI, one of the young- 


er of his many sons, whom he had made his 
successor, was so recognized by India. But 
several of SHERE ALI’s brothers resisted his 
claim, one of them being the father of the 
present Isak Khan, who thus comes hon- 
estly by his disposition to dispute the sov- 
ereignty of Afghanistan, When, in 1868, 


. 





SHERE ALT obtained full possession of the 
empire, ISHAK’s father had died in 
captivity. The policy of S ALI was 
to exclude his relatives as far as possible 
from the Governorships of provinces and 
to exile the more dangerons, Of his 
nephews the present Ameer, ABDURRAHMAN, 
and IsHak lived many years together in 
Tashkend and elsewhere under Russian 
protection, Ten years later, 
SHERE ALI haying refused to receive a 
British mission, war was made upon him 
by the Government of India, beginning 
with the forcing of Khyber Pass and the 
occupation of Jelalabad and Candahar. 
SHERE ALI, who had fled before the British 
advance, soon died and was succeeded by 
Yakous Khan. He, however, was quickly 
driven out of Cabul, and at this juncture 
ABDURRAHMAN, accompanied by IsHak, 
appeared on the northern border of the 
country and was welcomed by the sirdars 
of the region as the Ameer. The British 
military officers accepted his candidacy, 
and after Gen. RoBERTS had routed Yakous 
Khan, ABDURRAHMAN was put upon the 
throne. His cousin IsHaxk shared his good 
fortune and was appointed by him to gov- 
ern in the northern provinces. 

That IsHak has military and organizing 
skillis conceded, and his desire to make 
himself stronger and more independent has 
been known forseveral years. He has more 
than once, however, disclaimed being sub- 
ject to Russian influence, and for that rea- 
son the impression has prevailed that his 
present attitude results from a personal 
quarrel with his cousin, or from the latter’s 
suspicion of his ambitious projects. Still, 
it may be that Russian intrigues have been 
at work toindnce him to throw off allegi- 
ance to Cabul. If he could maintain him- 
self in independence in the north the way 
might be paved for Russian’ aggression 
there. Maimena, where the last battle oc- 
curred between IsHax’s forces and the 
Ameer’s, is on the main route from Balkh to 
Herat, being about half way between Sari- 
pul and Bala Murghab. Thisis one of the 
routes‘on which a Russian advance might 
take place. But it appears likely that 
IsHak Khan has altogether overestimated 
his strength in thus measuring swords with 
the Ameer, and that he will be driven as a 
fugitive-over the border which he ‘crossed as 
an ally eight years ago.

COOKS IN EXILE. 

The cable tells us that eighty cooks, 
lately employed in the imperial palace at 
Constantinople, having struck work be- 
cause their ‘wages were not paid, have been 
sent into exile. A penal colony for im- 
portunate creditors would be a convenience 
to many private debtors, who find them- 
selves compelled to banish themselves, 
being unable to deport their duns. But 
such debtors may unthinkingly envy the 
power of the Sultan, shorn though it be by 
the march of civilization of its ancient 
prerogatives. Time was when the contu- 
macious cook who presumed to dun the 
Sultan for his wages would have been 
quietly bowstrung by the butler, and 
have received “the sack” in a painfully 
literal sense, having his own saucepan 
tied about his neck and being cast into the 
Bosphorus from the door of the scullery. 
The organization of labor has not yet ad- 
vanced so far in Turkey that the walking 
delegate of the Cooks’ Protective Union 
can march into the Sultan’s kitchen and 
arrest the progress of the half-cooked im- 
perial dinner by holding up his finger, but 
too evidently things are not as they were. 
The Turkish cook has made the great 
stride toward civilization set forth 
by Sir Henry Marne as. distin- 
guishing the progressive from the un- 
progressive societies. He has advanced 
from status to contract. The Turkish inn- 
keeper, whose pilaffs have achieved a local 
reputation, is no longer borne by janis- 
saries to the kitchen of the palace, and 
doomed to compose perpetual pilafis with- 
out the pretense of being paid. TheSultan 
now adopts the methods of Western Europe 
by promising to pay him. It appears that 
the Sultan lies, but thatis a detail. The 
Turkish cook has.emerged from the estate 
of ahelpless slave to that of the equal 
party to a contract, and his face, like that 
of Senator Hoar, is ‘‘ set toward the morn- 
ing.” 

Considering that the Sultan in his capac- 
ity of sick man and of second triangle in 
the European concert is compelled to defer 
to the opinion of his protectors and to 
**nander to the better element” his simulta- 
neous banishment of his eighty cooks seems 
to proceed rather from temper than from 
crafty policy. Apparently those eighty 
were all the cooks he had, poor man, and 
where is he to get more? It does not indeed 
appear that his District Assembly-of Cooks 
was affiliated with the Knights of Cookery 
throughout his dominions, insomuch that he 
will have to operate the imperial kitchen 
by means of scab cooks. No doubt he could 
enlist many traitors to organized labor at 
less wages than he had promised to pay the 
banished cooks, but thatis not the question.

Now that it is notori- 
ous that this promise is not only made to 
be broken, but that a reference to it on the 
part of a cook will result in his banishment, 
the Sultan will have difficulty in 
replenishing his culinary staff. During 
the interval he will eitner have to send 
out to. restaurant for his meals, which is 
a procédure devoid of the dignity, that 
should hedge a Sultan, or else rely upon the 
amateur efforts of the ladies of the zenana, 
who are themselves reported to subsist 
entirely upon the products of the pastry 
cook’s art, thus expanding themselves 
into the bilious inflation that is the Orient- 
al ideal of female beauty. 

Whatever may be his ultimate success, 
the present state of the Sultan is most 
grievous. What human stomach could 
stand the strain of breaking in eighty sim- 
ultaneous new cooks? In the meantime the 
old cooks can probably be had very cheap

<MO LIVES LOST, BUT MANY NARROW ES- 


CAPES, 

Syracusz, N. Y., Sept. 13.—Shortly after 
8 o’clock this morning flames were discovered 
by the janitorin the Grand Opera House, and 
before the Fire Department could get to work 
the opera house building was doomed. When 
the firemen get to werk their efforts were bent 
chiefly on saving adjoining property. The opera 
house was situated in the centre of asolid 
block of large buildings on East Genesee- 
street, between Montgemery and Fayette Park. 
Fortunately, however, the work of the firemen 
was so effective that the fire was confined to 
the Grand Opera House Block. This was owned 
by Lynch & Moore, and was totally destreyed. 
Meyer Block and Kline Block were badly dam- 
aged by fire and water. The opera house was 
leased by Jacobs & Prector. The Kimball “Mer- 
ry Makers” were this week filling an engage- 


ment at the house, and their entire wardrobe, 
valued at several thousand dollars, was burned. 
Mead’s Business College was entirely gutted by 
fire. On the ground floor of the Grand Opera 
House Block were the saloons of George Camp- 
bell and the billiard and pool parlor of Geerge 
Kuntzech. On the second floor were the hard- 
ware and furnishiag store of George S. Friend, - 
Kinney & Doolittie’s wholesale liquor store, 
and the stove store of John Hamm, Jr. On the 
third floor was the Grand Opera House Hall, 
used for social events. These eomprised all 
the occupants of the building. In about an 
hour after the fire started the Grand Opera 
House and the remainder of the block were a 
mass of ruins. The walls fell in, and a number 
= people narrowly escaped being buried by 
em. 
A number of families lived on the upper floors 
and some of them were rescued with difficulty.

A CASE OF YELLOW FEVER AT PHILA- 
DELPHIA. 

PHILADELPHIA, Sept. 13.—Andrew Pat- 
terson, 35 years of age, who said he formerly 
lived at 2,230 Richmond-street, but who until 
Saturday had been a yellow fever nurse at 
Jacksonville, was sent to the Municipal Hos- 
pital today suffering from what is 
supposed to be yellow fever. On Wednes- 
day night Officer Phillippi of the 
Twenty-fifth District found Patterson in 
front of the Tasker Methodist Episcopal 
Church, at Fifth and Snyder avenues. He told 
the policeman that he was sick and needed the 
attention of a physician. He said he formerly 
lived in this city, but that he had no home to go 
to, The officer told him he would send him 


where a doctor could attend nim, ana toox him 
by the arm to lead him to the patrol box at 
Fifth and Mifflin streets, which was twe squares 


away. ‘ 

About half way to the box Patterson wanted 
to lie down, and said to the olticer: “If Iconld 
only lie down on the pavement I would die.” He 
was taken tothe Twenty-fifth District Station 
House and locked up in a cell. During 
the night he compiamed to the turn- 
key of pains in his back and  stomaeh. 
In the morning District Surgeon Freund was 
summoned, and Anderson told him he had just 
come from Jacksonville, Fla. The man’s con- 
dition led the physician to believe that he was 
suffering from pneumonia, due to exposure, 
and he at once ordered his removal to the 
Philadelphia Hospita! at Blockley. On his way 
to the hospital Patterson, in conversation with 
Sergt. Charlton, said; ‘‘l left Jacksonville last 
Saturday. I had been a yellow fever nurse. The 
last four people I attended died, and I helped to 
x them in a box. Now ‘Yellow Jack’ has the 

est of me and lam going todie. I belong to 
the Odd Fellows and the Knights of Pythias. 
Please tell some of the lodges I am siek.” 

At the Philadelphia Hospital the officers re- 
fused to receive Patterson, and he was taken to 
the Municipal Hospital for contagions diseases. 
At the Municipal Hospital the physician in 
charge said Patterson had all the symptoms of 

ellow fever, and the man’s own statement led 

im to believe that he had that disease. 
Physicians from the Health Office ware at once 
sent to the Twenty-fifth District Station House. 
After an examination they ordered the station 
to be closed and the patrol wagon to be declared 
out of service until after everything had been 
thoroughly washed and fumigated. 


SOME BOUNDARY RIGHTS. 


THE SHIP CHANNELS AT THE MOUTH OF 
THE DETROIT. 

Detroit, Mich,, Sept. 13.—Alfred Rus- 
sell, a leading lawyer of this city, in a commu- 
nication to this morning’s Tribune, sets at rest 
all doubts as to the question of national rights 
in the ship channels at the mouth of the De- 
troit River, which has been mooted at Wash- 
ington and elsewhere for the past few days. He 
says: ‘‘ The apprehension apparently entertained 
in some quarters with regard to our navigation 
of the Bois Blanc Canadian Channel is without 


foundation. It ia provided by Article VII. of 
the treaty of Washington (negotiated by Web- 
ster and Ashburton) as follows: 

“* It is further agreed that the channels in the 

River Detroit, on beth sides of the island Bois 
Blanc, avd between that island and both the Cana. 
dian and American shores, shall be equally free and 
open to the ships, vessels, and boats of both par- 
ties.’ 
“Entirely. aside from this treaty provision,by the 
law of nature and of nations, in the cases where 
rivers, having their sources er navigable por- 
tions above, pass through or discharge within 
the limits of nations below free favigation to 
the sea, the right of navigation belongs to the 
upper inhabitants. This established principle 
has been often deckared and. enforced as to the 
Rhine, the Scheldt, and other European rivers, 
and in this country conspicuously in the case of 
the Mississippi when other countries owned the 
territory surrounding its meuth.” 

G. R. Osmun, Michigan’s Secretary of State, 
also writes to the Journal that the question as 
to the locality of the St. Clair Flats Canal is 
equally free from uestion. He has pro- 
cured within a few months copies of maps in the 
State Department at Washington, prepared by 
stipulated commiasiovers under the treaty of 
Ghent, and filed June 18, 1822. Not only is the 
boundary line in the lake andriver St. Clair 
descri edin terms but maps accompany and 
are made a part ef this official designation, in 
which the line-is distinctly traced. This line 
defined so elearly shows that the St. Clair Flats 
Ship Canal is wholly within United States 
waters,

AMONG HIS OOMRADES. 


GEN. HARRISON WITH THE VETERANS OF 
HIS REGIMENT. 

CLAYTON, Ind., Sept. 18.—The fourteenth 
reunion of the Seventieth Indiana Regimental 
Association was held to-day. The Executive 
Committee of the asseciation, aided by the vil- 
lagers, had made elaborate preparations for 
the entertainment of the veterans and 
their friends. Every house was gayly dec- 
orated in bunting and flags and three hand- 
somely-decorated arches bearing mottoes 
of welcome spanned the principal streets. 


The reunion meeting was held in a walnut 
grove before the scheolhouse. A pavilion 
decorated with flags and flowers stood in the 
centre, with seats for the veterans in front. 
From 1,500 to 1,800 veterans were present in 
additien to the members of th eventieth. 
Putnam County alone sent l, veterans, 
commanded by Col. Waggoner. . 

Gen. Harrison, as President of the associa- 
tion, rapped the meeting te order. He intro- 
duced Comrade J. H. Meteer, who opened the 
exercises With prayer. Miss Mary L. Mitobell, 
the daughter of Capt. W. C. Mitchell, was then 
introuuced by the Ohairman and delivered an 
elequent and touehing address of welcome to 
the veterans. Her oration in point of delivery 
aad Voice was among the best of the day. When 
the vociferous cheers and applause had sub- 
sided Gen. Harrison, with much earnestness, 
andin a clear, sympathetic voice, made an ad- 
dress, in the eourse of which he said: 

“It was notin the heydey of success; it was 
not under the impression that 60 days wouid 
end the war that you were mustered. It was 
when the clouds hang low and disasters were 
thick. Buell was returning from the Teanessee 
Kirby Smith coming through Cumberlan 
Gap, and McClellan had been defeated 
on the Peninsula. It seemed as if the 
frown of God was on our cause. It was 
then, in that hour of stress, that you pledged 
your hearts and lives to the country, [Appluuse] 
in the sober realization that the war was a des- 
perate one, in which thousands were to die. We 
are glad that God has spared us to see the mag- 
nifieent development and increase in strength 
and honor which hascome to us as a nation, 
and in the glory which has been woven into the 
flag we love. [Great applause.}] We are glad 
that with most of us the struggle in life 
has not left us defeat, if It has not 
crowned us with the highest successes. Weare 
veterans and yet citizens, pledged, each accord- 
ing to his eonscience and thought to de that 
which will best promote the glory of our 
country, and best conserve and set in our publie 
measures those patriotie thoughts and purposes 
that took us into the war. [Applause.) It is my 
wish to-day that every relation I occupy to 
the toon ns or to a political party might 
be absolutely forgotten, (Cries of ‘*Good!’’] 
and that I might for this day, among these com- 
rades, be thought ef only as a comrade—your 
eid Colonel. [Great applause.}] Nothing has 
given ne more pleasure on this occasion than 
to notice, as I passed threugh your streets so 
beautifully and tastefully decorated, that the 
poles that have been reared by both the great 
parties were entwined with flowers.” [Applanse. ] 

At the cenclusion of Gen. Harrison’s speech a 
giee club rendered a couple of war songs, and 
the orator ef the day, Col. J. M. Brown, was in- 
treduced and reviewed the history of the regi- 
ment frem its organization to the present time.

WASHINGTON, Sept. 13.—Perhaps it is 
only a coincidence, nevertheless the fact ex- 
cites comment, that the return of Chairman 
Quay of the National Republican Committee to 
his “occasional duties in the Senate,” as Mr. 
Reed under different conditions might say, was 
immediately followed by the presentation by 
Mr. Platt of a resolution instructing the Com- 
mittee on Finance to inquire whether a foreign 
syndicate, combination, or trust controls the 
production of copperin the United States, and 
has thereby largely increased the price of all 
articles madetherefrom; and, ifso, whetherany 
legislation can be devised to relieve the people 
of the United States from the injurious effects 
of the operations of such foreign combination, 
trust, or syndicate. The Committee on Finance 
is already as heavily burdened in mind as Ten- 
nyson’s Lady Burleigh. It has now resting 
upon it “a trouble and an house into which it 
was not born.” It has been painfully struggling 
for weeks and months to develop a tariif bill, 
which thus far has absolutely refused to be 
licked into shape, and one of the beast informed

There is unlimited material for speculation 
and investigation in fvreign trusts. If sufti- 
clent interest can be attracted to this subject, 
80 as to secure the passage of a reselution 
authorizing the Finance Committee to take 
testimony, send for persons and peers, and 
employ a stenographer, a plausible pretext 
might be found for Cor frie! the presentation 
of a Senate Tariff bill till the full extent and 
bearing of the influence of these foreign 
trusts upon the people of the United 
States could be investigated, or in other words 
until after the November election. Senator 
Platt bids high. He asserted in the debate to- 
day that this foreign copper syndicate of which 
he complained had secured the control for three 
foe of the production of all the copper mines 

n the world, and that it was now negotiating 
for the purchase of all the copper produced in 
the cepper mines of the United States for 12 
years longer. Mr. Blair chimed in with a eon- 
venient suggestion thatit might turn out that the 
protective tariff, so far from being the source 
and origin of trusts was the only protection 
against trusts, especially when they grew to 
the magnitude ef controlling the world’s pro- 
duction ef an article. Se it is highly probable 
that Mr. Platt’s resolution to investigate foreign 
trusts will pass and itis not unlikely that the Sen- 
ate Committees on Finance may deem this sub- 
ject so important as to need thorough investi- 
gation before a properly-constructed tariff bill 
can be reported, rl ' 

Talk about when Congress will adjourn is 
heard again at the Capitol, but nobody sets 
@ date with any confidence. A good many 
members, indeed, begin to think there will be 
no adjournment until the Saturday before the 
first Monday in December, when the second 
session must begin. The Senate Finanee Com- 
mittee is apparently in no hurry at all to bring 
in the Republican tariff substitute for the Mills 
bill, and until thatis done and both parties 
have time to map out a programme 
of conduct no attempt to fix the 
date for a final adjournmeart will be made. 
The Democratic Representatives are unanimous 
in their personal desire to get home to their con- 
stituents, but they do not propose to give the 
Republicans the chance to accuse them of run- 
ning away from the Republican Tariff bill. 
The talk about closing the session two or three 
weeks “hence originated among the Republis- 
ans, who would be very giad if the Democrats 
would pass an early-adjournment resolution in 
the House and give them a chance to agree to 
it in the Senate. The proposal to stay 
in session until December comes from mewm- 
bers who feel that, having been here so 
long, they may as well finish up the year, and 
who think that some of the work which will be 
crewded into the three months’ session can be 
got out of the way in November. Of course, 
not more than haifadozen members could be 
kept in Washington a week before the elesetion, 
and so those who favor a12 months’ session 

repose a recess from, say, Oct. 20 to the 
Donday after election. If it was certain that 
the Republican Senators really’ intend 
to pass their Tariff bill this year, the 
idea of a continuous session with an 
eleetion recess would be more popular than it 1s. 
But the course of the Senators has ied many to 
believe that the bill will get no further than the 
calendar of business in spite of all the Senatorial 
talk to the contrary. if it should be found that 
the Tariff bill was not to be pushed to a vote by 
the Republicans it wouid take very little time 
to reach an agreement to adjourn, aud to ad- 
ourn very soon after the measure was reported. 

ut that time seems still to be in the dim and 
distant future.

Bmithmeyer, the architect of the new library 
building, in the acceptanee of materials for use 
in its construction met this morning, Mr. Kel- 
ley of Pennsylvania, whe offered the resolution 
of inquiry in.the House, said that 1n view of the 
faet that Mr. James Coleman, who would rep- 
resent him in the investigation, was ill, and to 
the further fact that several impertaat witnesses 
were absent, he would ask for a postponement 
of the investigation until Tuesday next, at 
whieh time Mr. Coleman would be able to be 
resent. Mr. Jeremiah Wilson of counsel for 
Representative Stahinecker by ag epposea 
any delay whatever in the matter, nolding that 
Mr. Stahinecker as a member of the House waa 
entitled to a full and free investigation. These 
charges, he said, had gone tothe country and 
every one knew how they affected the character 
of the person charged. Mr. Stahineeker, Mr. 
Wilson said, denied all charges that had been 
preferred against him.- He asked that news- 
paper reporters be allowed to attend, and 
that the utmost publicity be given to 
the - proceedings. After further discus- 
sion of the matter the committee decided 
to grant a postponement until Saturday, at 
which time Judge Kelley thought he would be 
able to preceed. In complianee with Judge Wil- 
sen’s request the cemmittee resolved to open the 
doors to all newspaper reporters. A copy of 
the charges has been furnished by Mr. Kelley to 
Mr. Stahinecker. It is stated that they are sim- 
ilar in terms to the resolution upon which the 
investigation is’ proceeding, except that Mr, 
Stah!inecker is named specifically, and it is al- 
leged that he approached Arehitect Smithmeyer 
in the interest of a certain cement centractor 
and of the Tuckahoe marble quarries, in which 
either himself or his friends are interested. 


A contreversy has arisen between the Light-' 
house Board and the New-York and Brooklyn 
Bridge Company in regard to the method of 
lighting the bridge over the East River. The 
bridge is new lighted by a row of electric lights 
on either side. These lights have frequently been 
complained of by pilots and mariners as dan-. 
gerous to navigation, and the board is satisfied 
that they are. The matter was brought to the 
attention of the board some months ago, and 
considerable correspondence has passed be- 
tween itand the bridge company in regard. to 
the best method of correcting the evil. It was 
suggested by the board that the objections to the 
lights could be met by shading them so that the 
light would be thrown on the bridge alone, and 
not on the river as well as at present. The 
bridge company defended the present system of 
lights a8 ‘‘a thing of beauty,” and intimated 
that the board had nothing whatever to do with 
the matter. The board claims that the law 
gives it jurisdiction over lights on all bridges 
crossing navizable streams in the general inter- 
ests of safe navigation. As the bridge company, 
however, refuses to recognize its authority, tne 
board has finally submitted the matter te the 
United States Attorney-General for such action 
as may be deemed necessary.

LOVED HIS BROTHER'S WIFE. 


AND HIS INFATUATION DROVE HIM TO 
SUICIDE. 

Cuicaco, Sept. 13.—As a private watch- 
man was patrolling his beat early this morning 
hecame across the bocy of a man atreteched out 
on the sea wall at the foot of Cedar-street. The 
dead man had a strikingly handsome 
face, and was dressed in expensive 
clothes. There were three bullet wounds 
near his heart,and one of his hands was stiff- 
ened about the butt of a revolver. When the 
pockets were searched a photograph of a pretty 
woman was found in one of them. On the 
back of the . card was written: ‘Are 


you not ashamed to accept this? With 
love and best wishes, ‘Mate,’ Aug. 8, 1888.” 
This picture and a lady’s handkerchief marked 
“Oo, B.” furnished the only elues to the suicide’s 
identity. The photograph had been carried in 
an, inside vest pocket, and to save it from injury 
or biood stain the young man had caréfully 
thrown open his vest and folded it back before 
he had sent the three bullets into his heart. 

It was late in the day when a well-dressed 
man called at the Morgue and asked when the 
inquest would be held: He gave no clue te the 
officers as to the dead man’s iden- 
tity, but going to a neighboring under- 
taker’s shop e asked that the trm 
take eK (2 of the funeral. There he gave the 
name of Victor Barothy, and said that the sui- 
cide was his brother, Oers. Oers Barothy was 
@ young and romantic Hungarian,a man of 
education and good family, who came te 
Chicago only two months ago. His trip here 
was wade to visit his elder brother 
Victor Barethy, who has lived in this city for 
30 years, and is known asa man of wealth ana 
position. Victor Barothy has a wife whois 
described as an extromely fascinating woman, 
wh is about 37 ears old, but whose 
age’ tells very lightly upon her. Husband 
and wife, it is believed, have not lived together 
very Dageey There has been no formal*separa- 
tion, and they are often seen driving together, 
but at the same time they have ceased to live 
under the same reof. Young Oers Barothy, as 
far as the story can be learned i to- 
night, had been in Chicago but a 
little time befere he became fascinated with his 
sister-in-law, in spite of a difference of about 
15 years between their ages. In the meantime 
he had gone to work to secure a living, and had 
obtained employment in a west side factory. 
He often visited his sister-in-law, and his in- 
fatuation steadily grew upon him. 

But the course of his affection was not 
smooth, and last night he was turned away 
from the house in which his brother’s wife lives, 


‘He walked downto the lake shore, stretched 


himself out upon the stone wall, and shot him- 
self three times. So true was his aim that the 
physicians cannot understand how he lived long 
enough after the first shot to put two more bul- 
lets into his bedy. 


THE WYOMING MURDERS. 


SOMETHING ABOUT YOUNG STRONG 
HIS COMPANIONS, 

Esopus, N. Y., Sept. 13.—Charles Living- 
ston Strong, the son of Joseph M. Strong of this 
place, and who was also a pephew of Charles L. 
Livingston, one of thefounders of the Union 
Club of New-York City, and a companion named 
8. Maurice Waln, Jr., of Philadelphia were mur- 
dered by their cook in a lonely locality near 


Rock Springs, Wyoming Territory, recently. 
To-day Mr. Strong received a telegram frou, thse 
West stating that the identification of the bodies 
of his son and Mr. Waln was complete, and that 
the bodies were now being brought east.ward. 
Young Strong inherited from his ancestor, Kane 
the explorer, that taste for travel and adventure 
for whieh the Kanes and the Strongs have been 
noted. When he was 18 years old he went asa 
cabin passenger to Mejbourne, Australia, by the 
Cape, and fer the bravery exhibited during a 
hurricane while on the voyage he was presented 
with a testimonial by the passengers. He re 
mained in Australia three years. He returned 
to the United States in 1884 and made frequent 
trips to the West. In the early Summer of this 
year he went with young Mr. Wain on 4 hurting 
trip, and they were on their way home when 
they were murdered while asleep by their cook. 
Young Strong was a mney type of American 
maphood, having a splendid physique. He was 
26 years old. He spent his beyhood at his 
father’s country seat here. The body will be 
brought to this place. ‘

The Times has obtained summonses 
to compel Mr, Parnell and others to make affi- 
davit to documents in their possession, also 
summonses to insure the attendancy of leading 
members of the National League.

nell Commission was a concoction, the Press

action against the Times. It also says the docu- 
ment is in Mr. Davitt’s handwriting, and that it 
was placed at the disposal ef the press by Mr.

FROM GERMANY’S CAPITAL. 

BERLIN, Sept. 13.—Emperor William ar- 
rived in Berlin at an early hour this morning 
and immediately left fer Muencheburg, the 
scene of the coming mancwuvres of the German 
troops. 

The Reichsanzeiger says that even after the 
expiration of the period of Ceurt mourning for 
the late Emperor Frederick the royal family 
will still continue to wear mourning until Juse 
of next year. 

Atthe dinner given at the officers’ club at 
Wilhelmshaven last evening the Emperor, in a 
speech returning thanks for the toast to his 
health, expressed his satisfaction at the manner 
in which the navy executed the manamuvres. 
He dwelt upon the importance of the Torpedo 
Service, and said that although arduous it was 
the very best schoel for young officers. He was 
convinced that the navy would soon be equal to 
the task of defending. the coast of the Fasther- 
land. ‘The army and navy would always actin 
concert for its welfare. 

After the manceuvres at Muenchberg to-day, 
the whole army cerps paraded before Prince 
Albrecht. 

The Emperor is displaying extraordinary ac- 
Zivity. He landed at Wilhelmshaven at 8 P. M. 
yesterday, supped at the officers’ club at 9 P.M., 
started for Berlin at 11 o’clock, arrived at 6:30 
A. M., and after transacting State business 
started for the scene of the manceuvres at 8:30 
A. M., remaining in the saddle until 2 o’slock. 
His quarters are of the mye dese ription. 
He is billeted as an ordinary officer. 


MR. SCHURZ DEFENDS AMERICA. 

BERLIN, Sept. 13.—The Hon. Carl Schurz 
has written a letter to the Natwonal Zeitung com- 
batting an article which appeared recently in 
the Kreuz Zeitung on the cerruption inoident to 
American elections. Mr. Schurz attacks espe- 
cially the assertion that the Presidential elec- 
tien is from firstte last merely an affair of 
money. He declares that this dlshonoring sus- 
pision cast upon the American national charac- 
ter is unjust, and denios that political life in the 
United States is in anywise se corrupt a pande- 
monium as the Kreuz Zeitung representa. The 
American Nation, he says, is stanch, great- 
hearted, and self-respeeting. 

Owing to the illness of his son, upon whom a 
Painful operation was recently performed, the 
Hon, Carl Schurz will be obliged to proleng his 
stay in Germany. The sen is staying at Kiel, 
and is convaleseing. Mr. Schurz hopes te be 
able to start on his return by the end of October. 


A FATAL STEAMSHIP DISASTER. 

MaprIp, Sept. 13.—A telegram received 
here says that the steamer Laurancé, when en- 
tering Port Luz, Canary Islands, at 6 o’clook 
this evening, ran into the Italian steamer Sud 
America from Montevideo. The latter vesse!, 
which was lying at anchor, sunk in a few. min- 
utes in 10 fathoms of water. The Sud America 
carried 216 passengers and bad a crew of 67 
men. Of these 180 passengers and 63 of the 
crew reached the shore in safety. Nine bedies 
have thus far been recovered. 


CURRENT FOREIGN TOPICS. 

St. PETERSBURG, Sept. 138.—The maneu- 
vres at Novaja Pragw have terminated. The 
Czar was much pleased with the manner in 
which the reserve corps of 10,000 behaved. 

VIENNA, Sept. 13.—A dispatch from Inns- 
pruck says the Adige River is slowly subsiding. 
The country between Colliano and the frontier 
continues submerged. The streets of Trent are 
covered with water to the depth of 10 feet. The 
damage is enormous. 

Emperor Francis Joseph, aceompanied by the 
Prince of Wales and Crown Prince Kudelph, 
left Bellovar to-day to attend the army manwu- 
vres. 

The Political Correspondence says the negotia- 
tious between Russia and the Vatican for the 
establishment of diplomatic relations have cel- 
lapsed, owing to the oppesition of M. Pobiedono- 
steif, Procurator of the Holy Synod in Russia, 
of the volish clerieal authorities in Austria, and 
of the Ultramontane Cardinals in Rome. 

Soria, Sept. 13.—A mail coach has been 
attaeked near Rustchuk by six brigands who 
shot the guard. While the robbers were rifling 
it a second ceach following behind, and contain- 
ing specie to the amount of £2,500, waa turned 


about by the driver and escaped. Troops are 
pursuing the brigands. 


RoME, Sept. 13.—Owing to an assurance 
which the Vatican received recently from Vien- 
na itis believed that either Emperor Francis 
Joseph or the Crown Prince of Austria will 
soon Visit the Pope. [It has become known that 
the Emperors of Germany and Austria origi- 
nally inteuded to go to Monza together to visit 
King Humbert, but when King Humbert, in 
answer to Emperor William’s telegram announe- 
ing his visit, said he would “be giad to receive 
an ally of the Quirinal,” it was decidea by Em- 
peror Francis Joseph to abandon the idea of a 
joint visit. 

The Riforma@ says: “If Turkey refuses to 
sign the Suez Canal Convention, it will be for 
France to complain, not for eee or Italy, 
sinee the convention was especially designed to 
satisfy French feeling. France will not derive 
any satistaction if her conduct toward Italy re- 
garding Massowah causes the convention to fall 
through, while England’s position in Egypt re- 
mains unaffected.” 


Paris, Sept. 13.—President Carnot ar- 
Tived at Rouen to-day and was given an enthu- 
siastic receptien. Replying to a deputation 
from the Chamber of Commerce, who pointed 
out the baleful effects of the cemmereiai treat- 
ies of 1860 and urged that they shoula not be 
renewed, the President said that the matter 
rested with Parliament, which was the sole 
judge in such cases.

OHAUNOHY: M< DEPEW R&E£- 
TURNS FROM ABROAD. 
GREETED BY MANY ENTHUSIASTIO 

FRIENDS—SOME STORIES WHICH HE 
TOLD OF FOREIGN MEN AND THINGS. 
With his usual felicitous taste and happy 
fortune, Chauncey M. Depew selected the lov- 
liest day of the eeason for his return from 
Europe—where he had been handsomely treated 
during his annual vacation—to New-York, where 
he is appreciated to an extent that disproves 
the solidity of the proverb thata prophet hath 
no honorin his own country. Mr. Depew has 
hosts of friends and among the hosts it would 
be odd if a few well-meaning but impolitie 
persons did not obtain a footing. It was sug- 
geeted by some of these, net 80 very long ago, 
that it would be a happy idea to duplicate the 
Blaine reception in welcoming Mr. Depew upon 
his return to his native heath. The suggestion 
did not prove acceptable. Mr. Depew had been 


pcandidate for the Presidential nomination of 
the Republican Party, but he had withdrawn 
his own name, and it was the genera) senti- 
ment that he should be weleomed home, not as 
the representative of a political party, but as 
Chauncey M. Depew. 

All centroversy on the subject was cut short 
by the actions of some of his suberdinates on 
the New-York Central and Hudson River Rail- 
way Company, of which he is the President.

ONE OF THE ‘‘ SIMPLE CHRISTIAN’S” AS- 
SISTANTS LISTENS TO A LECTURE. 

John Saunders, August Klint, Edward 
Thossner, and August Henry were on trial be- 
fore Judge Martine yesterday charged with 
stealing cotton from a lighter iathe North River. 
Judge Martine instructed the jury to acquit 
Saunders and Henry on the ground that the evi- 
dence against them was not sufficient for con- 
viction, Afterthe jury had rendered a verdict 
against Klint and Thossner Judge Martine die- 
charged the other two prisoners after giving 
them a lecture, which, although it applied 
strongly enough to them, had something of the 


nature of a blow aimed at somebody else over 
their shoulders and created much comfhent. 

The Judge told Saunders and Henry that they 
might consider themselves lucky at having es- 
caped just punishment, that there were grave 
doubts in his mind as to their innecence, and 
that bad the case against them been properly 
prepared and presented before the court they 
would undoubtedly have been convicted. As 
Assistant District Attorney Bedford had charge 
of the case for the people there was no mistak- 
ing the target at which Judge Martine’s shot 
was aimed. Mr. Bedford wineed atthe severe 
criticism of the Judge and covered his ambar- 
rassment by appearing tobe engrossed with a 
number of documents on his table. 

The case against all of the prisoners was ap- 
parentlya very clearone. At midnight on July 
3, Detective Lawler caught four men stealing 
cotton from the lighter Kathleen, owned by tne 
Ocean Steamship Cempany, and arrested them 
with the cotten in their possession. The men 
were held by Justice Patterson, and were in- 
dicted by the Grand Jury. Detective Lawler 
lestified yesterday that be eaught Klint and 
Thossen taking the cotton from the hold of the 
lighter, and in the hold found Jehn Saunders, 
the Captain of the iighter, and August Henry. 
Detective Lawler's evidence as to the feur men 
was not corroborated, and District Attorney 
Bedford, so the agent ef the Ocean Compan 
says, refused to allow the eempany to offer pen 
dence tending to show that Suunders had been 
suspected before. The case was given to the 
jury without argument ana with very slight in- 
terregation of other witnesses by Mr. Bedford. 

Mr. Richard L. Walker, agent of the Ocean 
Company, said yesterday that a great deal of 
annoyance was caused by the robberies of 
lighters along the harbor front. Over 700 
pounds of cotton, valued at about $60, had been 
stolen from a single shipment. If thieves caught 
in the actceuld not be convicted there was little 
hope of being able to stop the outrage. 





THE POPB AND KNIGHTS OF LABOR, 

The Catholic News has received a dispatch 
from Rome announcing a decree concerning the 
Knights of Libor. The dispatch says that the 
Holy Office has forwarded to Cardinal Gibpons 
the decree, which decides that there is no cause 
fer action. The matter was referred to the 
Holy Office by the Pope in April, 1887, when 
the Cardinal was in Rome, and the decree is a 
tinal one as long as the order of the Knights of 
Labor remains what it is. 

Several prominent Knights of Labor who were 
spoken to did not attach much importance to 
the dispatch. It was well known, they said, 
that General Master Workman }’owderly has 
done allin his power to shape the order to suit 
the Pope, in order to secure Papal sanction, and 
thus preserve his influence with the Knights 
who belonged te the Roman Catholic Church. 
This is believed to have been Mr. Powderly’s 
motive in changing the constitution ef the order 
last year, when everything that might by any 
possibility have been construed to be objection- 
able to Rome was eliminated and the order 
made a secret Ove in name only and not in fact. 

The order of the Knights of Labor is pretty 
weak already, and it is not thought that the in- 
dorsement of the Pope will help itin any man- 
ner, but rather tend to break it up further. The 
approval will be looked upon with suspicion by 
liberal-minded men as an effert to bring the 
order and workingmen in general unier the 
domination of priestcraft. Still more numerous 
‘desertions are predicted in consequence of the 
approval.

BOW A FORGERY oF “Boss” M’LAUGH- | 


LIN’S NAMB WAS VAINLY USED. 

_ Eugene G. Blackford, President of the 
Bedford Bank, was called upon a week ago yea" 
terday by Theodore B. Taylor, a note broker of 
80 Pine-street. He explained that he desired to 
sell to the bank anote for $10,000 bearing the 
signature of Thomas P, McManus, drawn 
to the order of John 8. Morton and in- 
dorsed by Hugh McLaughlin of Brooklyn. 
The broker was prepared to offer as ad- 
ditional security 40 certificates for 25,600 
acres of land situated in Tom Green County, 
Texas. Healso presented a written document 
purporting to be signed by “Boss” MoLaughlin, 
to the effect that if McManus should fail te pay 


the note at maturity the undersigned stood 


ready to buy the 40 land certificates at a 
price equal to the amount of the note with in- 
terest. The broker also had an aflidavit purport- 
ing to be made by James A. Austin of Ever- 
ett’s Hotel, in Vesey-street, in which it was set 
ferth in formal phraseology. that said Austin 
Was personally acquainted with Hugh McLaugh- 
lin of 163 Remsen-street, familiarly kaowWa as 
the *‘ Boss,” in fact, had known him for eight 


yoars, was familiar with his handwriting, and 
that he had signed in the presence ef said Aus- 
tin, who was a subscriping witness, the agres- 
mment to purchase the land certificates in case 
MoManus defaulted on the note. The affidavit, 
it was stated, was made for the purpose of 
identifying the signature of ** Bose’’ McLaughlin, 
as he was away from homeon his Summer va- 
cation. 

Commissioner Blackford, who is elear-headed, 
methodical, and conservative, took the papers 
and stated thatir, after due consideration, he 
Was Satistiod with the condition of the matter, 
he would discount the note on behalf of the Bed- 
ford Bank. 

The next day, Friday, Mr. Blackford went. to 
the office of ** Boss” MoLaughlin, in Breoklyn, 
and was informed that he was expected the fol- 
lowing day. At the residence of the ‘Bossa’ Mr. 
Blackford received similar information. He 
then called upon a gentleman who has close 
business relations with McLaughlin and ex- 
hibited the signatures, The gentieman said he 
had no doubt about the genuineness of the sig- 
natures. This was encouraging, and Mr. Blaek- 
ford turned his attention to the land certificates. 
They were deposited with the Corbin Bank- 
ing Company as _ collateral for a _ loan 
of $2,000, and by advanciuag that sum 
he obtained possession of the securities 
for examination. He satisfied himself that the 
certificates were as represented, but his mind 
was not entirely at rest as to the penmanship of 
“ Boss” McLaughlin. So, Monday morning, the 
cautious Commissioner called .at the politician’s 
offiee in Willeughby-street and submitted the 
presumed autograph. “I am sometimes -puz- 
zied,” said McLaughlin, taking the papers con- 
taining his name, ‘to recognize my signature, 
but T think Iam perfeetiy safe in saying that 
this is net my handwriting, and I kuow nething 
aboutit.”’ Hedid net exhibit any sign of curi- 
osity to know who had been guilty of forgery, 
and the Commissioner, without velunteering an 
explanation, withdrew to make way for a acore 
or more Kings County statesmen who were 
longing for an interview with the’* Boss.” 

Mr. Blaekford waa surprised and indignant at 
the result of his investigation, but found plenty 
of consolation in the fact that he had thwarted 
the beld a a and prevented a less to 
the Bedford Bank. Note Broker Taylor; was 
at once notified by Mr. Blackford that the in- 
dorsement ef Mr. MeLaughlin’s name was 
a forgery, and within an hour ealled at 
Mr. lackford’s office with Theodore F. 
Sharpe, another note broker, who had the 
papers originally; Mr. McManus, and his 
attormey, George W. Palmer of 132 Nassau- 
street. Mr. McManus said that he employed 
his lawyer to negetiate the loan and left the 
matter in his hands, Se far a8 the indorsements 
upen the note were eoncerned Mr. McManus 
was ignorant ef them, and he also disclaimed 
all knowledge of the affidavit and agreement 
aed pandora to have the eignaturesof Austin and 

cLaughlin. Mr. McManus said that he came 
from Texas and had au office in the Corcoran 
Building at Washington. He seemed to be in- 
clined to talk about bis position in the affair a 
great deal more freely than his itawyer 
relished, He expressed anxiety about the land 
certificates, and ollered to give a new note, 
with an acceptable indorsement, for the amount 
advaneed, it they were returned to him. Mr, 
Blackford theugbt it was about time to stop ne- 
gotiations, ana told Note Broker Taylor that the 
certificates would be returned to him upon the 
payment of the $2,000. Mr. Taylor peid the 
money promptly and the certificates were given 
to him. Mr. Blackford, however, retained the 
note with the forged indorsement, the affidavit 
of Austin, and the accompanying papers, and 
on Wednesday iaid the whole matter before the 
Directors of the Bedford Bank. There was a 
free discussion, and it was finally desided that, 
while the bank had not suffered any loss or in- 


jury whatever, yet 1n justice to the bunking 


community the papers be placed in the hands of 
E. H. Hobbs, attorney of the Bedford Bank, 
witn instructions to take such measures as are 
practicable to punish all the persens who were 
criminally invelved in the transaction. 





AN UNTIMELY -DEATH. 
To the Editor of the New-York Times: 

Twenty-one years last July Mrs. I. T. 
Meyer, daughter of the late J. D. Phillips, gave 
birth to a daughter, and within three weeks of 
her confinement the mother died. The infant 
orphan was brought up by her aunt, Mre. Asher 
T, Meyer, and never knew the loss of her own 
mother. In fact, it was well underatood and 
known by those who knew the family that Mrs. 
A. T. Meyer was more induigent with this in- 
tant orphan from the cradle to the grave than 
she was with any of her own children. And 
right here I may be allowed to remark that there 
is nothing nobler or more beautiful in civilized 
lite than the disinterested devotion of weman 
to infants thus bereaved, and Mrs. A. T. Meyer 
was indeed a shining example of this indisputa- 
bletruth. In July last thisinfant erphan came 
of age. Her father, Mr. I. T. Meyer, who never 
married again, aud ‘only lived fer his amiable 
and graceful daughter, was her guardian to @ 
eonsiderable fortune left her by her grandfather, 
Mr. J. D, Phillips. It proved an eventful time 
for this unfortunate young lady. First, she re- 
leased her guardian father, and immediately re- 
appointed him as the Trustee of her fortune. 
Secondly, she found her father prostrat- 
ed with typhoid tever in his uap-town 
dwelling and insisted upon nursing 
and being with him. Some three weeks 
ago her father was getting convalescent, and 
she went te her home at Long Branch, where 
My. and Mrs. Asher T. Meyer were summering 
in acottage. But a fatal disease suddenly at- 
tacked her, and she died Tuesday morning sur- 
rounded by her sorrowing relatives and in the 
embrace of that loving woman who for 21 
years has been her kind, devoted mother. How 
strange and mysterious are the decrees of 
Providence!—the mother dying 21 years ago 
in childbed, giving birth to this daughter; the 
daughter, living for 21 years in comfurt and 
happiness without in the least feeling tne loss 
ot her natural parent, and just when of age, 
having good health, fertune, and seeming long 
years of prospective happiness before her, is 
thus untimely snatched away by relentless 
death from this bright world and from all who 
so dearly loved her. There may be thousands 
of similar cases in the world buried in oblivien, 
but I feel is a melancholy duty, as I have 
known this young lady from infancy to her un- 
timely death, to make this brief mention in 
memory of Clara Meyer.

propriated and sent out the plaintiti’s 
news is minutely described. The evidence 
was obtained by detectives, and several places 
in this city are montioned where the plaintift’s 
news is taken and then sent out as news of 
the defendant company. ‘apes from both the 
plaintiff's and defendant's instruments are of- 
fered as evidence and to show that bogus re- 
ports sent out by Kiernan’s agency misled 
the defendant company which sent them out as 
bona fide news. It is claimed that in some 
oases the errors were not discovered for an 
hour or 40.

A LOOOMOTIVES VAGARIES. 


CAUSING THREE COLLISIONS AND THE 
DEATH OF ONE MAN. 

The Erie Railroad yard in Jersey City 
was the seene of a singular accident yesterday 
afternoon. Engineer James Powlan started En- 
gine No. 81 ont of the round house soon after 
8 o’cleck on the way to the track on which the 
train he was to take out awaited him. When 
epposite Henderson-street his: locomotive was 
struck in the rear by the locomotive of the 
Montclair train, which was moving out of the 
yard. The eollision reversed bis engine and 
started it up the inward-bound track. The train 
known as the Susquehanna express was run- 
ning into the station on that track. When Pow- 
lan saw that a collision between the locomotive 
of that train and his own was inevitable he 
leaped te the ground and fell beneath the wheels 
of the Montclair train. He was dead when the 
Montclair train was brought to a standstill. 

The fireman, Blauvelt, followed the lead of 
his engineer, and the abandened lecomotive 
sped up the track until it ran into the locomo- 
tive of the Susquehaona express. The contact 
reversed the machinery again, and the engine 
Tar Over the switches until a third contact with 
something sent her guar up the road, on the 
outward-bound track. One ef the engineers 
opened the throttle of his locomotive 
started on another traek after her. He came 
abreast with her at Coles-street, and his fire- 
man, leaping to the cab of the runaway engine, 
brought her to a standstill. The outer works of 
all three locomotives were torn off by the eollis- 
sions. A passenger named Moore, on tke Sus- 
quebanna express, who is said to have jumped 
from the train when he saw the danger, was 
seriously cut and bruiséd. He was taken to his 
home on Coles-street, Jersey City. At the Erie 
Railread yard allinfermation was refused last 
evening as to the details of this singular acci- 
dent. So faras could be learned, however, no 
other passengers were injured,
